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BOOKS ON EUROPEAN COSTUME 


BRIAN READE 


JUST as the beast or the bird is known first by its skin or its feathers, so 
man is known first by his clothes. For sociological and historical purposes 
his clothes are his skin. Theoretically, of course, he has the distinction of 
being able to change his skin at will: that is to say we can dress up in any 
way we like, and the fact that most people will not do so suggests that the 
subject is not necessarily frivolous, but that it is intimately connected with 
the study of human thought and feeling. Perhaps we owe it to the increase 
of psychological enquiry that so many books on the history of clothes and 
fashions have been published during the last thirty years. 


A work which undoubtedly did much to prepare the way for this growth 
of interest was J. C. Flugel’s Psychology of Clothes, issued by the Hogarth 
Press in 1930 and widely read at the universities in the next decade (2nd 
edition 1940, reprinted 1950, 25s.). Here occurred a lengthy explanation of 
fashion changes in terms of the unconscious workings of sex instinct. By 
1940, when the book was republished, the influence of this type of Freudian 
hypothesis was already beginning to wane, but it seems clear that Flugel’s 
example inspired costume historians to look for new forms of subjective 
evidence. A less academic and much smaller work than Flugel’s, which 
contributed to a parallel phase in the evolution of costume history, was 
Gerald Heard’s Narcissus: An Anatomy of Clothes, published in 1924 by 
Kegan Paul (2nd edition 1954, Routledge & Kegan Paul, 10s.6d.). This is 
still valuable as a guide to the dialectic of fashion. 


In due course two books appeared in which the dialectic of fashion was 
much expanded in relation to certain periods, and they introduce the names 
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of two prominent costume historians writing in England at this moment. 
The first book is Feminine Attitudes in the Nineteenth Century (1935, 
Heinemann) by Doctor C. Willett Cunnington, probably the wittiest essay 
on costume in any language, where a distinction is made between Classical 
and Vertical epochs, and between Fashion, Custom, Habit and Instinct. His 
training as a doctor probably gave Cunnington an insight into matters 
outside the scope of a historian: furthermore he had the advantage of a 
personal laboratory in his own collections of historical costumes. The second 
of these two books is James Laver’s Taste and Fashion, which in its first edition 
of 1937 also dealt mainly with the nineteenth century, but in its revised 
edition of 1945 (Harrap, 18s.) included a chapter on the 1939 war period. 
One reason for its success is the mixture in it of anecdote and analogy 
characteristic of this author’s treatment; his style is never dull. 


Both Cunnington and Laver have always been more intrigued by feminine 
than by masculine fashions, and each has devoted a monograph to the subject 
of clothes as the vehicle of femininity in our time—Laver in his Letter to a 
Girl on the Future of Clothes (1946, Home and Van Thal), and Cunnington 
in his Why Women Wear Clothes (1941, Faber). The even more mysterious 
laws governing men’s fashions have yet to be given this attention. 


Any readers acquainted with the above books can afford to make some 
ruthless omissions from the shelves of the past, since many of the works 


written on costume as late as the 1900’s now appear somewhat capricious, if 


not otherwise obsolete. The oldest of them that can be read with confidence 
is J. R. Planché’s Cyclopedia of Costume, a reference book in the majestic 
Victorian mode, compiled before the days of acute specialisation, when a 
man could have the leisure (and the optimism) to attempt one book to end 
all books on his subject. It was published by Chatto and Windus, and was 
divided into two parts: the Dictionary, which came out in 1876, and the 
General History of Costume, which appeared in 1879, and it is still the first 
work to go to for information on details of the Mediaeval and Renaissance 
periods. A useful and more modern English work on the Mediaeval period 
is Dorothy Hartley’s Mediaeval Costume and Life (1931, Batsford). This has 
good reproductions from contemporary works of art as well as excellent 
diagrams. 


The years 1490 to 1790 have been covered in a readable way by F. M. Kelly 
in Historic Costume: A Chronicle of Fashion in Western Europe ( 1925, Batsford). 
Kelly’s text is commendably accurate so far as it goes, while it has the 
advantage of illustrations made from Randolph Schwabe’s careful drawings. 
A Short History of Costume and Armour, 1066-1800, by the same author and 
artist (1931, Batsford, 2 vols.), is also good. And that brings us to the subject 
of visual aids, upon which all costume literature depends. 
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These can be photographic reproductions of pictures, prints and other 
contemporary records; or they can be drawings made by some artist 
contemporary with the author. The advantage of modern interpretative 
drawings is that they may emphasise certain details. It is cheaper, too, for 
publishers to use line-blocks from drawings after historical paintings than 
for the historical paintings themselves to be reproduced in half-tone. Yet 
these advantages are outweighed by some considerable disadvantages. More 
often than not the artist allows preconceptions of the moment and his own 
personal mannerisms to burlesque the clothes he represents, as well as the 
deportment of the figures shown wearing them, so that they look as if they 
were wearing fancy dress. Again, in many cases he fails to understand 
costume construction, and the clearer he makes his drawings the more mis- 
leading they become. There is then a strong case for dispensing with freehand 
illustrations, retaining the artist for diagrams only, and using photographic 
reproductions, either of original clothes, or of old paintings and other works 
of art in which clothes are depicted with the authentic feeling of the period. 


Of the six volumes announced of Herbert Norris’s Costume and Fashion 
(1924-33, Dent) only four were published, and of these Vol. 1 (36s.), Vol. 2 
(45s.) and Vol. 3 (in two parts, 70s.) are still in print. They provide an 
example of an ambitious and almost indispensable work undermined by its 
illustrations, which consist not only of reproductions from freehand drawings 
but of colour plates after somewhat fancy paintings. The text is packed with 
allusions and quotations, and is generally entertaining. Unfortunately it is 
also packed with assumptions and technical terms and is sometimes imis- 
leading. For instance, certain names applied to garments of the Elizabethan 
period are generic terms that have come into use in theatrical circles and 
are not suitable for historical definition. Although Norris has done con- 
siderable work as a stage designer the series is not offered as a guide to 
theatrical producers: the only manual devoted to such a purpose is Iris 
Brooke’s Western European Costume and its Relation to the Theatre (1939-40, 
Harrap, 2 vols.) covering the 13th to the mid-19th century—again illustrated 
with freehand drawings. 


Among the few books concerned with European costume as a whole are 
three translated from the German: Carl Koehler’s History of Costume (1928, 
Harrap) which stops at 1870; Max von Boehn’s Modes and Manners, ranging 
from the decline of the ancient world to the 18th century (1932, Harrap, 
4 vols.); and Max von Boehn’s final volume on the nineteenth century 
(ornaments) which appeared in translation as early as 1909 (Dent). All these 
books are worth reading because they have none of the insular bias of 
their English equivalents. The most recent attempt to compass the 
evolution of costume in Europe is Douglas Gorsline’s History of Fashion, an 
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American publication issued under this title by Batsford in 1953 (63s.) which 
has now reverted to the American title What People Wore. Called by the 
author a visual encyclopedia of historical dress, it is certainly a valuable 
publication in this sense, though suffering from over-stylised freehand 
illustrations and from outbursts of prejudice. But there are other ways up 
to the positions still occupied by Norris and Planché. One of them is indicated 
by a series called The Costume of the Western World, planned by the Inter- 
continental Publishing Company of Amsterdam to consist of thirty brief 
volumes by professional art historians, each volume a specialised treatment of 
some epoch in the history of European costume and all fitting together to 
make a general history of the subject. Six volumes of the series were issued 
in England under Harrap’s imprint during 1951 at 10s.6d. each: Early Tudor, 
1485-1558 by Laver (who edits the series); The Last Valois, 1550-1590 by 
André Blum; Elizabethan and Jacobean, 1558-1625 by Gcaham Reynolds; 
The Great Age of Holland, 1600-1660 by F. Van Thienen; Early Bourbon by 
André Blum; and The Dominance of Spain, 1550-1660 by Brian Reade. They 
are also available in one volume at 63s. The illustrations in these were chosen 
with care and were taken entirely from contemporary works of art. In a 
short time six more of the monographs will be published, and they will 
almost certainly be: Louis XIV by André Blum; The Age of Marlborough by 
James Laver; Louis XV by André Blum; Marie Antoinette by André Blum; 
The Revolution and Directoire by Frangois Boucher; The Consulate and Empire 
by Francois Boucher. 


Moving on to more strictly specialised monographs, it must be admitted 
that there is a lack of books concentrating on national and regional traditions. 
No English scholar has yet dedicated himself to anything on Russian, or 
German, or Scandinavian clothes, for example; and though Italian costume 
in the sixteenth century has been discussed brilliantly by Fritz Saxl in 
Costumes and Festivals of Milanese Society under Spanish Rule (1938, Oxford 
University Press, 7s.6d.), his essay is nevertheless a short one, and the theme 
of it, from our standpoint, is a side issue. Apart from an erudite tome by 
Philip Argenti on The Costumes of Chios (1953, Batsford, £10.10s.0d.), there 
remains in this group only Dress in Mediaeval France by Joan Evans (1952, 
Oxford University Press, 35s.), a well-written, carefully compiled study 
based, like everything from the same pen, on assured scholarship. 


For English clothes throughout the ages Dion Clayton Calthrop’s English 
Costume, first published in four volumes by Black in 1906, seems to be a 
favourite in the public libraries. It was reissued in 1937 as English Costume 
1066-1830 (a new edition followed in 1950, Black, 21s.),and in the meanwhile 
a supplementary volume had been published by Chapman and Hall in 1934, 
entitled English Dress from Victoria to George V. Calthrop is an engaging 
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historian, of pre-Flugel, pre~Cunnington vintage: on the other hand his 
illustrations are not entirely to be relied upon. A less cosy and more matter- 
of-fact approach to the same subject will be found in Doreen Yarwood’s 
English Costume, 200 B.C. to 1950 (1952, Batsford, 35s.); and a more 
philosophical treatment of it is provided by Willett Cunnington in The Art 
of English Costume (1948, Collins, 16s.). 


Here is the place to mention Cunnington’s five most outstanding con- 
tributions to exact scholarship: Handbook of English Mediaeval Costume (1952, 
Faber, 30s.); Handbook of English Costume in the Sixteenth Century (1954, 
Faber, 30s.); Handbook of English Costume in the Seventeenth Century (1955, 
Faber, 36s.); English Women’s Clothing in the Nineteenth Century (1937, 
Faber; now reprinting, 84s.); and English Women’s Clothing in the Present 
Century (1952, Faber, 73s.6d.). All these works are admirable, the nineteenth 
century volume in particular, being illustrated with detail diagrams showing 
year by year changes of fashion. The first three were written in collaboration 
with Mrs. Phillis Cunnington. 


We come finally to a token selection of special studies. In this class it 
would be a pity to overlook an interesting introduction to the history of 
fossilised forms of clothing (uniforms, academical dress and so on) by 
W. M. Webb in The Heritage of Dress (1907, Richards; 1912, revised edition, 
Times Book Club). The only recent reference book on British Army 
uniforms is R. M. Barnes’s History of the Regiments and Uniforms of the 
British Army (1950, Seeley Service, 30s.); and on ecclesiastical dress (up to 
1400), Herbert Norris’s Church Vestments: Their Origin and Development (1949, 
Dent, 42s.). In 1951 appeared Willett and Phillis Cunnington’s Underclothes 
(Michael Joseph; temporarily out of print) which is unique, followed by 
Norah Waugh’s Corsets and Crinolines (1954, Batsford, 42s.). The History of 
English Footwear by Iris Brooke (1949, St. Giles Pub. Co.), The Art and 
Craft of Hairdressing edited by N. E. B. Wolters (1951, Pitman, 100s.) 
which has been taken over by the New Era Pub. Co., and The History of 
the Fan by G. W. Rhead (1910, Kegan Paul) are all commendable books, 
though varying greatly in style and scope.

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. Its Origins, Purpose and Significance as a 
Social Institution.

The author discusses the compilation and preparation of all forms of technical 
literature, including specifications, and there are excellent chapters on illustrations, 
and various techniques of reproduction. A most readable and useful book, which 
should be of value to all concerned with writing, and making available, technical 
information.

This standard reference book gives full particulars of newspapers and periodicals 
published in Great Britain, Northern Ireland and the Irish Republic, together with 
the important British Commonwealth and foreign publications. Among details 
given for individual publications are the year of establishment, when published, price, 
and publisher’s name and address. There are sections devoted to group advertising, 
publishers and their journals, news reels, process engravers, and reporting and news 
agencies.

JOURNEY THROUGH DREAD. Arland Ussher. Darwen Finlayson, 
12s.6d. 1955. 22cm. 160 pages. 3 plates. Index. 
It is required of a book on Existentialism that it should be less abstruse than the 
doctrine it expounds. This requirement Mr. Ussher fulfils. He writes of Kierkegaard, 
Heidegger and Sartre with clarity, wit and with sufficient detachment to enable the 
reader to preserve his mental balance. The approach is valuable in that, instead of 
involving abstract definitions, it permits us to discover what each author means. 
Mr. Ussher stresses what is permanently important in Existentialism as well as its 
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obvious relevance to our own times. For the ‘philosophy of dread” is, whether we 
like it or not, our philosophy, and we must learn to discover why this should be so.

PSYCHOLOGICAL COMMENTARIES. On _ the~ Teaching of 
G. I. Gurdjieff and P. D. Ouspensky. [Vol. 4.] Maurice Nicoll. Vincent Stuart, 
25S.

Those unacquainted with the work of Gurdjieff and his disciple Ouspensky should 

not be deterred from reading this book simply because it forms one of a series. The 

teaching—or the work, as it is here called—can be approached from any angle and 
entered at any point. These commentaries were written up by Dr. Nicoll from 
discussions which took place between 1948 and 1951. Possessing the rhythm and 
informality of conversation, they range over a great variety of themes, but their 
chief aim is to represent man as a ‘self-developing « organism’ whose task is to achieve 
an increase or heightening of consciousness. (149-3) 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF PLATO’S ETHICS. John Gould. 

Cambridge University Press, 25s. 1955. 22 cm. 256 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 
Few academic theses are suited to publication as they stand, and even the attempt to 
brighten them for the press may lend them an artificial look. Mr. Gould has worked 
on his thesis successfully, and the result is both fresh and stimulating. His fundamental 
argument is that Plato, unlike most modern ethical philosophers, was concerned 
with questions of practice: that is to say, he held clear views about the end of life and 
was preoccupied simply with the means of attaining it. In The Laws, however, he 
broke with the method of Socrates, and the extent of the divergence throws light 
upon the character or the two men. (171) 


KANT. S. K6rner. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1955. 18 cm. 230 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. Paper covers. (Pelican Philosophy) 
To summarise the thought of Kant in about 200 pages is a feat beyond the power of 
most philosophers. Professor Kérner has shown that the task can be performed with 
neither false simplification nor arbitrary selection. He faces all the well-known 
difficulties, including those of terminology, and expounds the tenets of the Critical 
Philosophy in the order observed by Kant himself. The book is kept alive by frequent 
immersion in the concrete, and by repeated reference to modern philosophical 
discussion. There is a particularly interesting section on mechanism and teleology in 
relation to the biological sciences. Both the student and the general reader will 
find this study of great value. (193)

SCIENCE AND CHRISTIAN BELIEF. The John Calvin McNair 
Lectures, 1954. C. A. Coulson. Oxford University Press, 8s.6d. 1955. 20°5 cm. 
138 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

In a lively, notable and mainly non-technical discussion, the Professor of Applied 

Mathematics in the University of Oxford enquires what place can be granted to 

religion in a world of science and contends that the scientific quest is a religious activity, 

that it is bound up with persons, that along with other disciplines it confronts us with 
reality and challenges us to make a response to our environment. We are forcibly 
reminded, however, that science is not enough and that we can only make sense of 
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life in its totality through the unity of the revelations given in science, art, philosophy, 
history and personal experience. The meaning of the whole process is gathered up 
in the person and life of Christ in whom the orders of nature and of personal relations 
find their meaning. (215) 


A CRITICAL AND EXEGETICAL COMMENTARY ON THE 
BOOK OF AMOS. The Text of the Revised Version, edited with 
Introduction, Notes and Excursuses by Richard S. Cripps. 2nd edition. 
S.P.C.K., 25s. 1955. 22 cm. 408 pages. Indexes. 

Since its appearance in 1929, this balanced and comprehensive commentary by the 

late vicar of Burwell, Cambridge—he died in 1954—has won acceptance as a useful 

contribution to Amos studies. In the new edition the author has circumvented the 
limitations imposed by photographic reproduction by the addition of a preface of 
some twenty pages, in which, with help from the Rev. David Stalker, he has reviewed 
recent progress in the study of Amos, notably in archaeology, where the relevance 
of finds at Samaria and Ras Shamra is considered, and in literary criticism, where 
theories of oral and written traditions are evaluated. (224°8) 


THE PATTERN OF ATONEMENT. H. A. Hodges. S.C.M. Press, 
8s.6d. 1955. 22°5 cm. 104 pages. Index. 
Professor Hodges, in this lucid and acute examination of the doctrine of the Atonement 
or the whole work of Christ as peacemaker and restorer, considers first the teaching 
of the Bible and the Christian liturgies and then proceeds to deal critically with the 
ideas underlying the main technical theories in the history of Christian thought. 
The last two chapters on Justification and Saving Faith are of peculiar interest, although 
in the contrast drawn between Protestant and Catholic doctrine something less than 
justice is done to Reformed theology. The author fails to combine satisfactorily the 
concepts of baptismal regeneration and justification by faith. (232-3) 


JULIANA OF NORWICH. An Introductory Appreciation and an 
Interpretative Anthology. P. Franklin Chambers. Gollancz, 15s. 1955. 20°5 cm.

Juliana of Norwich, a fourteenth-century anchoress, was hardly known except to a 

few specialists until the dawn of the twentieth century when Grace Warrack and 

Father Tyrrell produced attractive editions of her work, Sixteen Revelations of Divine 

Love. Since then she has been recognised by Christians of all communions as a mystic 

of a singularly beautiful and individual type. In this volume the author, a Free Church 

minister, writes an impressive introduction to her life, personality and mystical 
experience which should illumine for the reader the well-chosen extracts from the 

Revelations expressed in language free from archaisms. (248) 


BACK TO REALITY. Gustave Thibon. Translated from the French by 
A. Gordon Smith. Hollis & Carter, 13s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 168 pages. 
Although the author is almost a voice crying in the wilderness, Gustave Thibon 
fortunately has vocal powers beyond the ordinary. Born a peasant and still passionately 
attached to his native soil, he speaks of the rural virtues without sentimentality but 
also without apology. Holding that modern urban civilisation is necessarily productive 
of despair and sterility, he conceives it our task “to create the climate—the social and 
biological climate—in which men, to live like men, will not be called upon to be 
heroes’. The friend and biographer of Simone Weil here continues the theme of 
The Need for Roots. (261) 
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SCRIPTURE AND TRADITION. Essays by F. W.  Dillistone, 
G. W. H. Lampe, F. J. Taylor, R. R. Williams, D. E. W. Harrison. 
Lutterworth Press, 9s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 1§0 pages. 

Containing five stimulating essays by Anglican scholars, this volume deals with the 

vexed question of the relation of Holy Scripture to the growing tradition of 

the Church. The problem is well stated by the editor, Canon Dillistone, and his essay 
is followed by a survey of the attitude of the early Church by Professor Lampe, the 

Anglican Reformation by the Rev. F. J. Taylor, and the nineteenth century b 

the Bishop of Leicester, with a concluding assessment by the Archdeacon of Sheffield. 

While the solution of the problem may not be far advanced, the book clearly confronts 

us with the issues which demand consideration. (262) 


THE HOMERIC GODS. The Spiritual Significance of Greek Religion. 
Walter F. Otto. Translated from the German by Moses Hadas. Thames &

worthy of translation into English, and Mr. Hadas has produced a natural and

This is the first of the unofficial Commonwealth relations conferences to be held in 

Asia; it is also the first to which the British West Indies, the Federation of Malaya and 

the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland sent representatives. The report by the 

Smuts Professor of the History of the British Commonwealth, University of 

Cambridge, begins by analysing the delegation papers and thus gives a clear and 

concise picture of Commonwealth development between 1949 and 1954. Part I 

summarises the discussions and emphasises the importance attached to the Asian 

viewpoint on Commonwealth and world affairs. (325-342)

to suggest that English policy and action in this area should be reassessed. New light, 
thrown on the careers of the Black Prince and John of Lancaster, indicates that 

England’s eventual failure in the Peninsula is partly attributable to their personal 

shortcomings. The traditional view that the English military intervention in Castile 

produced the firm and abiding alliance with Portugal, solemnised in the Treaty of 

Windsor, is shown to require qualification. This outstanding work, which includes 

detailed studies of the various campaigns of the English armies in the Peninsula and 

of the naval operations, is characterised by scrupulous documentation and scholarly 

control of material.

The book is 
written in the light of French experience, but is capable of general application, and 
the clarity of its style recommends it to the ordinary reader as well as to the economist.

Some of the studies on economic history which are frequently needed by students 

appeared, from 1926 onwards, in either Economic History or the Economic History 

Review, and have never been superseded. Professor Carus-Wilson, who is Professor 

of Economic History in the University of London, has now collected the more 

essential of them into this welcome volume. They include articles, by such eminent 
writers as Professor Postan, Lord Beveridge, Professor Tawney, Professor Marshall, 

Professor Pares and Professor Carus-Wilson herself, on various aspects of the 

economic, social and commercial history of Great Britain and the Continent from 

medieval times.

E. J. Joint for the Board of Trade: Commercial Relations and Exports 
Department. H.M. Stationery Office, 48. 1955. 24°5cm. 104 pages. Map. 
Tables. Paper covers. (Overseas Economic Surveys) 

The basic difficulties of the country are meagre natural resources, a dense population, 

a modest standard of living and lack of capital. The present survey is intended to assist 

business men interested in Anglo-Italian trade to study the contemporary position. 

The first sections give general information about Italy’s internal and external financial 

position. This is followed by information regarding Italian agriculture and industry 

as contributors to national production, as importers of goods and materials, and as 
competitors. A succeeding chapter deals with foreign trade and the survey is completed 
with sections on more general questions affecting the national economy. (330°945) 


EAST AFRICA ROYAL COMMISSION 1953-1955 REPORT. 
H.M. Stationery Office, 17s.6d. 1955. 24°5 cm. 496 pages. 4 maps in colour.

This is a document of the first importance, for though the terms of reference of the 

Commission were primarily to examine land usage and economic development of 

natural resources, they included also examination of the social problems arising 

therefrom, taking into account those of related topics such as education and public 
health. Among the major issues is the emphatic rejection of ‘tribal’ as opposed to 

‘economic’ use of the land; they advocate individual land ownership with the 

recognition that security depends on the economic use of land and the ability easily to 

transfer ownership. The policy of reservation, and safeguarding of sectional interests, 
whether of Africans or non-Africans, should be abandoned. Underlying the whole 
report is the emphasis that the future welfare and development of the East African 
territories implies, for all races, a readiness to change from old patterns and to look 
to a new future.

ANALYSIS OF TRIBUNALS’ AWARDS (1947-1954). M. Shafi. 
Pakistan Labour Publications (Karachi), Rs.15/-: Humanitas Books (London), 40s.

With the Industrial Disputes Act of 1947 the Pakistan Government instituted compul- 

sory arbitration for the settlement of industrial disputes. The numerous decisions 

of the independent tribunals set up under the Act have gradually developed into a 

body of guiding principles on such matters as wage-fixing, cost of living allowances, 

overtime, holidays and trade union rights. Although the Awards analysed in this book 
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are confined to Pakistan, the principles involved would apply to labour difficulties 
elsewhere, and those who are concerned with industrial peace should be aware of 


them. This is the first book of its kind published in Pakistan. (331-899) 


PRACTICAL BRANCH BANK LENDING. A. Forrester Fergus. 
Europa Publications, 18s. 1955. 22 cm. 252 pages. Index. 
As its title indicates, this book, by the author of Practical Branch Banking, is an account 
of current practice, rather than theory, regarding bank loans, and will be a guide to 
both working banker and student. Giving the minimum legal background necessary, 
it surveys the general routine followed in branch banks on receiving applications for 
advances, noting the different procedure according to whether the applicant is a 
private individual or some other type of borrower such as a limited company or 
partnership. It — competent advice on the acceptance of securities, the control 
of advances, and other matters of everyday concern. (332-7) 


THE YEAR BOOK OF AGRICULTURAL CO-OPERATION, 
1955. Edited by the Horace Plunkett Foundation. Blackwell (Oxford), 25s.

As usual, this year book deals with various aspects of co-operative movements 

in 50-60 different countries, reporting progress in co-operative education and 

training, credit facilities and banking generally, law, and the co-operative use of land. 

It is not merely a survey of the year’s work—some articles cover twenty or more 

years of development. This issue includes two special articles on the aid given to 

co-operative development by the Food and Agriculture Organization of the United 

Nations, and by the South Pacific Commission, a survey of development in the Arab 

States of the Middle East, and details of the first meeting of the Pakistan Co-operative 

Advisory Council. A useful cumulative subject index to the yearbooks for 1927-54

ECONOMIC CONTROL. Michael P. Fogarty. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 
21s. 19$§. 22cm. 334 pages. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 
Professor Fogarty, author of Plan your own Industries, Prospects of the Industrial Areas 
of Great Britain and other works, turns in this book to the problems of competition, 
direction and consultation as controlling factors in the complexities of modern 
economic affairs. Then, assuming that these problems were solved, he enquiries how 
far economic sanctions could effectively guide the more basic decisions on consump- 
tion and saving, investment, or international and inter-regional economic relations. 
Finally he discusses a matter of growing significance, the bearing of social institutions 
such as family relationships upon general economic organisation. (338)

INTERNATIONAL LAW. A Treatise. Vol. I: Peace. L. Oppenheim. 
8th Edition edited by H. Lauterpacht. Longmans, 90s. 1955. 22-5 cm. 1,128 pages.

This is recognised as the outstanding British treatise on Public International Law. 

In the eighth edition the editor has included a chapter in the form of an appendix 

entitled “Specialised Agencies of International Co-operation and Administration’, 

subdivided into those dealing with health and education, agriculture, trade and 

finance, and transport and communications. Many references to older literature, and a 

table of treaties, have been eliminated. The main part of the volume follows earlier 
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editions. After the introduction, part one covers the Subjects and part two the 
Objects of the Law of Nations, part three deals with the Organs of the states for their 
international relations and the last part is on international transactions. This edition 
has been thoroughly revised and brought up to date by its distinguished editor. (341) 


THE LAW OF NATIONS. An Introduction to the International Law of 
Peace. J. L. Brierly. sth edition. Oxford University Press, 15s. 1955. 19 cm. 
342 pages. Index. 

First published in 1928, this book has established itself as a standard introduction for 

students beginning the study of international law. In nine chapters the main aspects 

of the subject are dealt with (except the law of war and neutrality). In the new edition, 

Professor Brierly has included two new sections on “Proposals for Codification’ and 

‘The Continental Shelf’. This is a concise and authoritative statement of the essentials 

of the public international law of peace by the former Professor of International 

Law in the University of Oxford. (341-1) 


PRIVATE INTERNATIONAL LAW. J. A. C. Thomas. Hutchinson, 
8s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 174 pages. Tables. Glossary. Index. (Hutchinson’s University 
Library) 

A useful general account of the private international law of England, or English 
conflict of laws, which is operative where, in an English court, the law of another 
country or jurisdiction is applicable. In addition to a large number of commercial 
transactions of this nature, questions of personal status, such as the validity of a 
marriage celebrated elsewhere or the recognition of a divorce in another country, 
often arise. After dealing with general principles, the author covers family law, 
obligations (contract and tort), the law of property and of succession, the recognition 
and enforcement of foreign judgments and procedure and evidence. The author, 
who is a barrister, is senior lecturer in law in the University of Glasgow.

A fanciful title, but one which really describes the contents of the book. For this is 

literally the history of a day, a very important one in American history, for it was the 

last day of Lincoln’s life. The author modestly claims no more for his work than that 

it is a journalistic job: but it deserves notice as a serious attempt to piece together a 

mosaic of closely related incidents. The result is a book about a day, but it is also 

about a place, and about a murder, and about a wide variety of men and women.

OUTLINE OF LAW IN AUSTRALIA. John Baalman. 2nd edition.

Few books on law are attractive to the layman, but Baalman, in this edition of a work 

first published in 1946, has produced a book written in a clear and lively manner, 

whose subject matter, touching as it does on nearly every aspect of civilised life, is of 
remarkable interest to the general reader. In the interests of fluency the book is 
undocumented, but for the reader who wishes to pursue any of the topics further

PROFESSIONAL NEGLIGENCE. J. P. Eddy. Stevens & Sons, 13s.6d. 
1955. 21cm. 158 pages. Table. Index. 
The question of the extent of the duty of care owed by professional workers and their 
liability for professional negligence has assumed increasing importance in recent years, 
particularly in connection with claims against hospital authorities. This book deals 
first with the law of negligence generally and then with particular professions; the first 
chapter on “The Law and the Lawyers’ is followed by others dealing with bankers, 
accountants, auditors and company secretaries, and doctors, hospitals and dentists. 
The remaining chapter covers other professions. This work is illustrated by many 
recent examples in the Courts. The author is a Queen’s Counsel. (347-5) 


LEWIS’ AUSTRALIAN BANKRUPTCY LAW. 4th edition by 
J. F. Patrick. Law Book Company of Australasia (Sydney, Australia), 37s.6d. 
1955. 23cm. 328 pages. Table of cases. Index. 

The revision of this introductory work on bankruptcy law in Australia incorporates 

decisions made in the High Court up to 1954 and the effect of all the amendments to 

the Bankruptcy Act included in Act no. 83 of 1954. The author, a Melbourne barrister, 
analyses the law in clear concise terms, giving a well documented survey of test cases. 

It provides a general statement of the fundamental principles of bankruptcy law, thus 

making a valuable reference tool for the student. (347°7) 


TOPHAM’S COMPANY LAW. ath edition by John Montgomerie and 
Sefton D. Temkin, with a chapter on Companies in Scotland by David M. Walker. 
Butterworth and Shaw, 17s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 602 pages. Tables. Index. 

This is a standard text book on English company law and its twenty-five chapters 

deal with the main aspects of the formation of a company, its operation and its 

winding-up. In this edition, apart from several revisions, a full chapter has been added 

on the position of companies in Scotland by Professor D. M. Walker.

With his technique as a novelist 
and playwright he has made it so realistic that it has been taken as the basis of 
the film I Believe in You. But, although the work reads as easily as a novel, all the 
adventures, fantastic characters and seemingly theatrical conversations recorded are 
essentially true. Social workers as well as the general public will revel in the book.

A HISTORY OF RED TAPE. An Account of the Origin and Development 
of the Civil Service. Sir John Craig. Macdonald & Evans, 18s. 1955. 22 cm. 
222 pages. 13 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

In this interesting and entertaining work the author traces the development of the 

Civil Service from its ancient origins in the King’s Household to the present 
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multiplicity of Government Departments employing, in the reign of Elizabeth Il, a 
thousand times as many civil servants as sufficed in that of Elizabeth I. This history is 
illustrated and enlivened by copious references to the careers of individuals—some, 
important personages, others rescued from oblivion by a colourful personality or 
bizarre activity. Up to a century ago, nepotism, sinecures, pluralities, service by 
deputy, graft and fortune-making were apparently normal; yet Sir John roundly 
condemns the reforming Trevelyan-Northcote Report. A list of literary lights in 
the Civil Service includes Chaucer, Milton, Pepys, Gibbon, Burns, Trollope and

at the London School of Economics, and sponsored by the Nuffield Foundation, on 

social mobility. It describes a significant aspect of the slowly changing social structure. 

The author investigates over a long period the social and Service origins of higher 

civil servants, including the permanent heads of government departments and their 

principal deputies and assistants. He examines, and illustrates by statistical tables, the 
methods of recruitment to the service, and the influence of educational background 

on the chances of appointment and a successful career. (351-1)

THE SEA HERITAGE. A Study of Maritime Warfare. Admiral Sir

Sir Frederic Dreyer, when a captain in World War I, had the enviable distinction of 

serving as Lord Jellicoe’s flag-captain in H.M.S. Iron Duke at Jutland. After high 

appointments in the Admiralty, he became Commander-in-Chief, China Station, and 

although he had retired before the opening of World War Il, he was recalled and did 

duty as Commodore of Ocean Convoys, Inspector of Merchant Navy Gunnery, and 

Chief of Naval Air Services. While, out of a career full of variety and interest, 

Sir Frederic naturally has a great deal of value to say, his book would have benefited 

had his many memoranda been woven into a more concise narrative. Nevertheless, 

it is of great interest as the detailed record of a fighting sea officer. (359-0942)

FEDERALISM, FINANCE AND SOCIAL LEGISLATION IN 
CANADA, AUSTRALIA AND THE UNITED STATES.

The social and geographic environment of these three countries is sufficiently alike 

for a comparison of their federal structures to be of practical value, and this book 

by Dr. Birch, who is Lecturer in Government in the University of Manchester, 
should be of interest to the economist as well as to the political scientist. Its main 
subject, treated both historically and as a current problem, is that of federal finance 
in relation to social legislation on such matters as unemployment insurance and old 
age pensions. In conclusion the author glances at the position in the newer federations 
within the Commonwealth. (361-6) 
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VOLUNTARY ORGANISATIONS AND SOCIAL PROGRESS. 
Mary Morris. Gollancz, 18s. 1955. 22cm. 224 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Lady Morris is an experienced social worker and is now President of the National 
Federation of Community Associations. Her book is a good general survey of the 
part played in social progress in England by voluntary bodies, from the long- 
established philanthropic associations, trade unions, friendly societies, educational 
bodies and church organisations to the innumerable welfare socicties, women’s 
institutes and clubs, housing societies, cultural associations, holiday organisations and 
similar groups of the present day. She discusses how far the functions of voluntary 
agencies have been taken over by statutory authorities, and shows the need for both 
types of organisation.

PUPILS’ SCHOOL RECORDS. A survey of the nature and use of 
cumulative school records in England and Wales. Alice S$. Walker. Published 
by Newnes Educational Publishing Co. for the National Foundation for Educational 
Research in England and Wales, 21s. 1955. 22°5cm. 218 pages. Diagrams. 
35 tables. Bibliography. 

This report, the need for which has been felt for some time, presents the findings of a 

survey made during 1949-1953 of the cumulative school records used in maintained 

schools by three-quarters of all Local Education Authorities in England and Wales. 

The influences which have caused the expansion in the keeping of school records 

during the last decade are discussed, and objective evidence about their value is 

tabulated. The policy of Local Education Authorities towards them is considered, 
and their format and contents are dealt with in detail. The final chapter records the 
teacher’s point of view, and makes various suggestions for improving the use and 

structure of these records. (371-2) 


LIBERAL EDUCATION IN A TECHNICAL AGE. A Survey of the 
Relationship of Vocational and Non-vocational Further Education and Training. 
Parrish for the National Institute of Adult Education, 6s. 1955. 21-5 cm. 128 pages. 
Tables. 

This valuable report is presented by a committee of enquiry set up in 1953 by the 

National Institute of Adult Education jointly with the Associations of Technical 

Institutions and of Principals of Technical Institutions, and surveys the present pattern 

of further education in England and Wales, and the opportunities for liberal education 

open to technical students. Some of the evidence offered suffers from the defects of 
the questionnaire method. The committee concludes that there is a widespread desire 
for a more broadly conceived vocational education, and recommends ways in which 
it might be attained, such as the humanising of the professional syllabuses, the setting 
up of Departments of General Studies in technical colleges, provision of residential 
courses, etc. (378-99)

INTRODUCING CANALS. A Guide to British Waterways Today. 
Charles Hadfield. Benn, 16s. 1955. 19 cm. 234 pages. 25 photographs. Drawings 
in text by John James.

In Great Britain, a form of transport has only to become sufficiently obsolescent to 

attract a cult of enthusiasts. Mr. Hadfield is one of many who Jove the canal, and his 
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book, which has practical as well as historical chapters, is of a kind to attract others. 
He is a serious canal historian, but his object here is to interest a general public. 
Admirable photographs and drawings do in fact serve as an enticing introduction to 
a subject full of possibility for adventure, holidays, and study of past and present 
conditions in the many parts of Britain still served by inland waterways. (386-40942) 


DICTIONARY OF NAUTICAL WORDS AND TERMS. 8,000 
Definitions in Navigation, Seamanship, Rigging, Meteorology, Astronomy, 
Naval Architecture, Average, Ship Economics, Hydrography, Cargo Stowage, 
Marine Engineering, Ice Terminology, Buoyage, etc. C. W. T. Layton. 
Brown, Son & Ferguson (Glasgow), 25s. 1955. 22cm. 418 pages. 

Intended primarily for professional seamen, this dictionary, compiled by a master 

mariner, will be of value to all concerned with the sea, and even the layman will 

find it of interest should he have even the remotest connection with nautical activities. 

All aspects are covered with the exception of those relating to radar and electronics in 

general. Among the entries one needs to look very closely to find any fault, and any 

adverse criticism which can be levied is certainly not in connection with past or 
present big ship practice. Where errors do occur they relate to smaller craft: 
yachtsmen, for instance, will note the reference to the Royal Yacht Club which 
since the 1830's has been known as the Royal Yacht Squadron. Nevertheless, such 
faults are trifling and will cause no concern to most users of this volume. (387-03) 


ROMAN ROADS IN BRITAIN. Vol. IL South of the Foss Way- 
Bristol Channel. Ivan D. Margary. Phoenix House, 42s. 1955. 25°5 cm. 256 pages.

Mr. Margary is a distinguished amateur of archaeology who has done valuable work 

in elucidating the smaller Roman roads of south-eastern England. Without any loss 

of competence or authority, he has now advanced from these local studies to write 

a general survey of the road system of Roman Britain—the first to be attempted for 

fifty years. This volume, which treats England south of the Bristol Channel and the 

Humber, is soon to be followed by a second covering the country north of this 

dividing line. As well as describing the network of roads region by region, Mr. 

Margary has included notes on construction wherever this has been discovered, and 

full references to that important 2nd-3rd century document, the Antonne Itinerary. 

When completed, Roman Roads in Britain will certainly be accepted as the standard 

work on its subject.

PRELUDE TO MATHEMATICS. W. W. Sawyer. Penguin Books, 
2s.6d.

Mr. Sawyer’s sequel to his earlier book, Mathematician’s Delight, is intended for the 
sophisticated general reader with a modicum of mathematics and attempts to show 
him how a modern mathematician thinks and what he thinks about. Illustrations are 
taken from projective and non-cuclidean geometry, from Boolean and matrix algebra, 
from conformal transformation and from the somewhat bizarre finite arithmetics and 
geometries. It is not ‘mathematics without tears’, but the preservering reader prepared 
to do a certain amount of pencil and paper work for himself should find the 
explanations clear and the information stimulating. (s10)

A POPULAR GUIDE TO THE HEAVENS. Sir Robert Stawell Ball. 
sth edition edited by Ernest Agar Beet. Geo. Philip, 30s. 1955. 22 cm. 110 pages. 
83 plates (some in colour). Diagrams. Tables. Index. 


In this new edition of a well-known guide to the study of the sky which first 
appeared in 1892 the eighty-three plates include sixteen of the Moon, illustrating 
the different phases and days from New Moon to Full Moon. These and other 
plates of the night sky should be very useful to amateur observers. The book contains 
a select list of stars, star clusters and nebulae with short detailed notes, eight chapters 
on the celestial sphere, planets, eclipses, comets, etc. and a useful index. Although it 
is stated that the present edition has been revised by a Secretary of the British Astrono- 
mical Association the text is not invariably quite up to date. (523) 


MYSTERIES OF SPACE AND TIME. H. Percy Wilkins. Muller, 15s. 
1955. 20cm. 208 pages. 13 illustrations. Tables. Index. 
Our knowledge of the physical universe has grown rapidly in the last fifty years, 
yet there are many phenomena for which no reasonable explanation has yet been 
given. This book, which is written for the general reader, summarises our knowledge 
of time and space and describes, in a vivid manner, some of the unsolved problems 
confronting the astronomer and physicist. The author’s approach is that of a practising 
astronomer who has himself observed many of the phenomena which he describes. 
The text is well illustrated, many of the drawings being the author’s original work, 
made with the aid of some of the most powerful telescopes in the world. (523) 


THE ORIGIN OF THE EARTH. W. M. Smart. Reprint. Penguin Books, 
2s.6d. 1955. 18 cm. 224 pages. 15 illustrations (1 in colour). 42 diagrams. Index.

In this book, first published in 1951, Professor Smart answers in the light of modern 

research the questions Whence, When, and How? in relation to the origin of our 

planet. As an example of the technique of inferring antecedent conditions from 
observed phenomena it is of much interest, though one is occasionally surprised at the 
range of inferences which different scientists draw from the same phenomena. 

The author, a distinguished astronomer, is, however, a sober and perspicuous guide 

through an intriguing if speculative subject. (523-1)

LIGHT. R. C. Brown. Longmans, 14s.6d. 1955. 22cm. 342 pages. Diagrams.

The fourth volume of the author’s comprehensive Textbook of Physics, the first three 
volumes of which dealt with Mechanics and Properties of Matter, Heat, and Sound. 
The ‘real-is-positive’ sign convention has been used throughout and the theory of 
lenses developed from the properties of a single spherical refracting surface. The author, 
who is Senior Lecturer in Physics at University College, London, has produced a 
book that is likely to become a standard textbook on the subject. Intermediate and 
Advanced Level students, for whom the work is intended, will derive great benefit 
from a study of the worked examples included in the text, from an examination of the 
many line diagrams, and from attempting some of the many problems selected from 
past papers of various examining bodies. Answers to these problems are given at the 


end of the book. (535) 
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OPTICAL PROPERTIES OF THIN SOLID FILMS. O. S. Heavens. 
Butterworth, 35s. 1955. 22°5cm. 270 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Tables.

Although optical phenomena associated with thin films has been known for more 

than 200 years, it is only in very recent times that much detailed investigation has been 

carried out on the optical properties of such films. Physicists will be grateful to the 
author, who is Lecturer in Physics in the University of Reading, for providing this 
excellent and much needed summary of present knowledge on the subject. The book 
treats in a comprehensive manner the formation and structure of thin films, measure- 
ments of film thickness and optical constants, and practic.| applications of thin films 
in optics. An extensive list of some 200 references is provided, nearly all of which 
relate to work published within the last twenty-five years. (535) 


ATOMIC ENERGY RESEARCH AT HARWELL. K. E. B. Jay.

This report carries the story forward from the point at which it was left in the report 
of 1952 (Harwell: The British Atomic Energy Establishment, 1946-1951) up to the 
formation of the United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority in August 1954. Part I 
treats of the major programmes of the Establishment and is written primarily for non- 
technical readers. Part II deals in more detail with selected researches and is written 
for scientific readers. The report makes very interesting reading. (539°7) 


Meteorology 


SELECTED METEOROLOGICAL PAPERS OF SIR NAPIER 
SHAW. Macdonald, sos. 1955. 28-5 cm. 276 pages. Frontispiece. Diagrams. 
Maps. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 

The material here assembled is a valuable prelude to the marked progress in 

meteorology which began shortly before the last war. Shaw’s publications, which are 

listed in toto, cover the period 1897 to 1937. This period saw the establishment of the 

British Meteorological Office, of which Shaw was at one time Director, in its present 

form, the formulation of the polar-front theory of the morning depression, and the 

institution of upper-air-observations on a routine basis. Three quarters of the volume 
concerns studies of cyclonic circulation, and the remainder includes short communica- 
tions on essentially observational topics and on the graphical representation of 
upper-air data. The selection and arrangement was by R. G. K. Lemppert, formerly 
an Assistant Director of the Meteorological Office, and Miss C. E. Austin, who was 
personal assistant to Sir Napier Shaw. (551-5)

THE PILTDOWN FORGERY. J. S. Weiner. Oxford University Press, 
12s.6d. 1955. 20cm. 226 pages. 12 photographs. Index. 
It was a sudden suspicion of Dr. Weiner’s which, more than anything else, led to the 
exposure of the notorious Piltdown forgery. After long efforts to account for this 
anomalous creature, Eoanthropus Dawsonii, with its ape’s jaw and sapient forehead, he 
saw it could not be historically explained but might perhaps be exposed. In this book 
he describes the many laboratory tests which finally clinched his suspicions, revealing 
not only the human remains but all the associated tools and fauna to have been 
planted in the little Sussex gravel pit. His account of these tests, of the characters

involved in the original excavations and of the possible suspicions attaching to cach 
one of them as perpetrators of the deception, is written with the verve and suspense 
of a good detective story. (573)

PROGRESS IN BIOPHYSICS AND BIOPHYSICAL CHEMISTRY. 
Vol. 5. Edited by J. A. V. Butler and J. T. Randall. Pergamon Press, 55s. 1955. 
25°§ cm. 240 pages. Numerous illustrations. Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. 
Indexes. 
Short concise accounts are given here of Reaction Patterns of Coliform Bacteria; 
The Physical Chemistry of Haemolysis and Bacteriolysis; The Action of Ironising 
Radiation on Enzymes and Antigens; Chloroplasts; X-Ray Fibre Diagrams; and the 
Reversible Denaturation of Proteins. They are contributed by authors who have 
been engaged in research work on the topics discussed and in several instances by the 
outstanding authorities in the field, a high standard of presentation being generally 
achieved. Bibliographies mainly concerned with the more recent literature are 
appended to each chapter. The book is directed to the advanced general scientific 
reader, particularly teachers and research workers, but should also be useful for 
students. (574-191)

CLIMATES IN MINIATURE: A _ Study of Micro-Climate and 
Environment. T. Bedford Franklin. Faber, 15s. 1955. 22°5cm. 138 pages.

A popular study of micro-climate and how it affects the behaviour and growth of 

plants and animals. After a general discussion, the subject is considered from the 

viewpoint of the farmer, the market gardener and the horticulturist. Forecasting and 

combatting frost; the effects of humidity, windbreaks, cloches, etc. on plant growth 

are some of the topics covered. (574°5)

THE SECRET OF THE GREEN THUMB. Henry T. Northen and 
Rebecca T. Northen. Harrap, 30s. 1955. 22cm. 442 pages. 221 illustrations. 
17 tables. Index. 
The author, who is Professor of Botany in the University of Wyoming, has prepared 
in collaboration with his wife a general account of modern knowledge about the 
properties of plant life in the hope that farmers, gardeners and amateur botanists will 
find it an illuminating background to their own pursuits. Indeed, the great value of 
the book is its constant drawing of practical advice from the physiological, genetic 
and ecological principles discussed. The reader is led easily from evolution to plant 
pests and from the laws of inheritance to directions for propagation; yet throughout 
the emphasis is upon the fundamental knowledge which is the true basis of a “green 
thumb’. (581) 


PHOTOSYNTHESIS. Robert Hill and C. P. Whittingham. Methuen, 
8s.6d. 1955. 17cm. 174 pages. Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. Indexes. 
(Methuen’s Monographs on Biochemical Subjects) 

Building on a historical summary of each aspect, the authors, in a concise, readable 

and up-to-date account of this most important subject, have covered the physiological 

factors involved, in addition to the purely biochemical problems. This work will be 
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most valuable to advanced students specialising in botany, providing for them a neat 
summary of contemporary research, the results of which are spread through many 
periodicals. The text is well illustrated by formulae, graphs and tables of data from 
the classical experiments. A useful bibliography is provided, while the index assists 
ready reference to specific problems. (581-13) 


BRITISH MOSSES AND LIVERWORTS. An Introductory Work, 
with full descriptions and figures of over 200 species, and keys for the identification 
of all except the very rare species. E. Vernon Watson. Cambridge University Press, 
458. 1955. 22-5 cm. 436 pages. 18 photographs. 209 illustrations in text by the 
author. Glossary. Index. Field key as insert. 

Most botanists will be surprised to learn that there are over half as many species of 

British mosses and liverworts as of flowering plants. Here, indeed, is a wide new 

field for the amateur naturalist and Dr. Watson has been at pains to make the 

identification of over two hundred common species as simple as possible. The text 

contains a full key, which, for some critical determinations, demands the use of a 

microscope, but the separate field key, which can be slipped into the pocket for use 

in the field, will start most beginners on the right path. The figures, photographs and 
habitat lists will materially assist in identifications. There is certainly nothing in print 

comparable to this book. (588)

‘DOCTOR JIMEK, I PRESUME’. Bernhard Grzimeck. Translated from 
the German by R. H. Stevens. Thames & Hudson, 16s. 1955. 22 cm. 232 pages. 
22 photographs. 17 drawings in the text. 

Dr. Grzimek, the Director of the Frankfurt Zoo, describes a journey through French 

West Africa to study and film wild animals in their natural habitat. There is much of 

interest here about the hippopotamus, doomed, he thinks, to extinction fairly soon, 

chimpanzees in freedom, termites which cultivate mushrooms, and many other 
species. The author’s attitude to other nationalities is at times a little patronizing, and 
his humour a trifle heavy, but otherwise this is a very entertaining book. Dr. Grzimek’s 
young son who accompanied him seems to possess a remarkable flair for animal 


photography. (591-966) 


THE NATURAL HISTORY OF TSETSE FLIES. An Account 
of the Biology of the Genus Glossina (Diptera). Patrick A. Buxton. H. K. Lewis, 
84s. 1955. 25 cm. 834 pages. Numerous photographs. 165 illustrations in text. 
73 tables. Bibliography. Index. (London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine 
Memoir No. 10) 

This magnum opus from Professor Buxton is the result of twenty years of study of 

tsetse flies and trypanosomes in Africa and in the entomological laboratory of the 

London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine. The scope and learning of the text, 

in which the significant facts are selected and marshalled with the authority of one 

who is completely master of his subject, the clear, detailed illustrations, and excellent 
documentation combine to form what must be a classic. Professor Buxton deals with 

Glossina as a whole, the index serving as a guide to information about any particular 

species, and discusses the genus under such headings as anatomy, metabolism, sources 

of food, climate and vegetation. After an exhaustive study of biology, which surely 
cannot be surpassed, two final chapters are devoted to trypanosomes and the tsetse 

in relation to disease. Appendices give exact details of methods. (595-77) 
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BIRD NAVIGATION. G. V. T. Matthews. Cambridge University Press, 
12s.6d. 1955. 22cm. 150 pages. 33 diagrams. 13 tables. Bibliography. Index. 
(Cambridge Monographs in Experimental Biology, 3) 

Few subjects have occasioned such wonder and wild hypothesis as the ability of birds 

to find their way over hundreds or thousands of miles of the earth’s surface. During 

the last ten years the carefully designed, experimental approach of workers like 

Kramer in Germany and the author himself at Cambridge has brought us much 

nearer to an answer. Dr. Matthews gives a clear statement of the problem and of 

earlier work upon it, followed by an account of these more recent explorations. 

The possibility of navigating by perception of the earth’s physical properties (rotation, 

magnetic field) is examined and discarded, and it is concluded that appreciation of 

the daily, seasonal and geographical variation of the sun’s arc must be the true basis.

Dr. Osman Hill is Prosector to the Zoological Society of London and his exhaustive 

treatise on living and fossil primates will be, when finished, the most complete 

work of reference to this group. The first volume dealt with the lemurs; the present 
volume gives first a general account of the relationships of the remaining large 
section (tarsiers, monkeys, apes and man), then a detailed account of Tarsius which 
was for many years an enigmatic animal systematically. The basic work is anatomical, 
since the taxonomy of primates rests mainly on this foundation, but all other 
aspects—distribution, habits, reproduction, etc.—are ‘covered and there is a full 
bibliography. (599-8)

These lectures, delivered during the winter of 1953-54, are selected as assessing for 

research workers important recent advances in fields besides their own or as indicating 








the lines on which research in their own subjects is likely to develop . Dr. H. E. 
Sigerist contributes a stimulating lecture on Science and History. Recent interest in 
biological tissues, endocrinology, immunity, body water control, and chemotherapy 
of cancer is represented here, and subjects in which progress is foreshadowed are 
dermatology and experimental psychopathology. The volume is excellently 
documented.

NEURO-VASCULAR HILA OF LIMB MUSCLES. James Cow 
Brash. Livingstone, 30s. 1955. 25*5 cm. 116 pages. 30 colour plates. 2 tables. 
Index. 

This atlas, meticulously prepared by the Professor Emeritus of Anatomy, Edinburgh 

University, was originally suggested by Professor Sir James Learmonth to determine 

to what extent the main blood-supply of the muscles is associated with the nerves, 

an investigation which would also require a study of the points of nerve entry. 

Observations were made upon approximately seventy upper and lower limbs, 

illustrations were drawn from special dissections and based on outlines taken from 

radiographs of living limbs. The text published opposite each plate briefly explains 
the drawing, the position of nerve-entry, the neuro-vascular hilum indicating the 
percentage in which the principal blood-supply entered with the main motor nerve, 

and notes on previous observations. (611) 


TEXTBOOK OF MEDICINE FOR NURSES. J. W. Joule. 2nd edition. 
H. K. Lewis, 273.6d. 1955. 22°5 cm. 538 pages. 61 illustrations. Index. 
This textbook for the student nurse, written by an Examiner for the General Nursing 
Council, besides most efficiently covering her medical studies, strives to inculcate the 
importance of the individual patient’s comfort and wellbeing. Dr. Joule deals with 
the aetiology, signs and symptoms, pathology, complications and treatment of disease, 
arranging the subject according to the systems of the body. To the useful chapter on 
special procedures he has added five new techniques, the chapter on the modes of 
action and uses of drugs he has thoroughly revised, and he has again very adequately 
covered diet in health and disease. Interesting new photographs illustrate the up-to- 
date text.

RECENT ADVANCES IN RADIOLOGY. Thomas Lodge. 3rd edition. 

Churchill, 45s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 368 pages. 182 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Dr. Lodge, himself Consultant Radiologist, United Sheffield Hospitals, writes not 
for specialist radiologists, but rather for radiologists in general hospitals, who need a 
conspectus of recent developments in relation to their own problems, one which 
takes into account past work, from which present views have evolved. Although 
there may be a slight personal bias in the choice of subjects, the volume as a whole 
satisfactorily represents important current interests in radiology. Dr. Lodge deals most 
fully with the digestive, cardiovascular and bronchial systems, briefly describing 
conditions and giving a detailed account of techniques. He adds may fine photographs 
to illustrate the results of examinations, and references to direct the reader to key 
papers.

MODERN TRENDS IN BLOOD DISEASES. Edited by John F. 
Wilkinson. Butterworth, 65s. 1955. 25 cm. 368 pages. 2 colour plates. 91 figures. 
Index. 


In fifteen authoritative monographs, eminent specialists, British, American and a 
Greek, record present knowledge of those blood diseases in which progress in 
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diagnosis, aetiology and treatment has been most marked during the past twenty 
years. New methods of diagnosis are considered in chapters on techniques, in those 
dealing with skeletal, ocular and dermatological manifestations and with specific 
diseases. Reflected here is the interest in research, as in the surveys of iso-immunisation 
to blood group antigens and iron metabolism, and invaluable to the physician are 
the lucid expositions of paediatric haematology and of groups of diseases, such as the 
haemolytic and megaloblastic anaemias, the leukaemias, the reticuloses, thromboses, 
and disturbances in pigment and haemoglobin formation, in which recent investiga- 
tions have led to new treatments.

Dr. Valentine, who is Senior Lecturer in the Department of Mental Health, Aberdeen 
University, has designed his small book for the practitioner and the medical student 
and, as it is readable and lucid, its interest should extend to the intelligent layman. 
Dr. Valentine conceives of mind and body as forming an integral whole, so he tries to 
facilitate the medical reader’s understanding of mental processes by relating them 
to the latter’s knowledge of bodily mechanism. Useful appendices give full verbatim 
reports of interviews. (616-80) 


ABDOMINAL OPERATIONS. Rodney Maingot. 3rd edition, H. K. Lewis, 
170s. 195§. 25°5 cm. 1,594 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Indexes. 
Although Mr. Maingot has enlisted twenty-four British and American specialists to 
contribute chapters on subjects of which they have unique experience, this fine 
reference work still retains the stamp of his own distinguished authorship. The 
considerable advances made in abdominal surgery, since 1948 when the second edition 
appeared, are reflected throughout the text, in much revision, some omissions and 
eleven new chapters. Technique is the main theme, and, besides detailed descriptions, 
excellent illustrations clarify the main stages of modern operations. These greatly 
enhance the value of the work to its readers, whether abdominal surgeons, general 
surgeons or postgraduate students. But the work is not narrowly concerned with 
techniques and many other problems are fully considered, among them, pre- and 
post-operative treatment, management of complications, the results of operation, 
and clinical and pathological aspects of malignant disease. (617) 


FRACTURES AND JOINT INJURIES. Vol. Ul. Sir Reginald 
Watson-Jones. 4th edition. Livingstone, 120s. the set of 2 vols. 1955. 25-5 cm. 
640 pages. 903 illustrations (some in colour). Indexes. 

This edition of Vol. II of Sir Reginald Watson-Jones’ excellent reference work, 

eagerly awaited, has been completed three years after Volume 1, which was largely 

concerned with physiological and pathological problems. Volume II provides an 
exhaustive study of diagnosis, techniques, and after-treatment of fractures and joint 
injuries of the upper and lower limb, and of the trunk, the whole copiously and 
beautifully illustrated with drawings, photographs and X-rays. That the text is up to 
date, exact in its detail and describes new procedures is a sine qua non; it also includes 
useful information regarding rehabilitation and the organisation of fracture and 
accident services. Mr. John Boyes contributes the chapter on facio-maxillary injuries.

Thirty-four eminent specialists from Asia, Australia, Europe and the United States 

took part in the first of a series of conferences on the problems of ageing of which this 

is a verbatim report. It was held under the Chairmanship of Professor Tunbridge and, 
in an attempt to define and measure senescence, it concerned itself with biological 
aspects. The colloquia explores the pathological basis of ageing, effects on the lungs, 
skin, arteries, the skeleton, the endocrines, and mental and psychological aspects, with 

a special report on adrenocortical reactivity in aged schizophrenic patients. Other 

papers on nutrition and on rapid maturation and ageing indicate interesting fields

MEDICAL PROBLEMS OF OLD AGE. A. N. Exton-Smith. Wright 
(Bristol), 30s. 1955. 22cm. 344 pages. 17 photographs. Bibliography. Indexes. 
As Lord Amulree, who has himself contributed much to the welfare of the elderly, 
points out in the foreword, this is the first textbook on diseases of the aged. In it 
Dr. Exton-Smith offers to consultants and practitioners the results of his experience 
in hospital geriatric departments. Disease manifests itself differently in old age—so 
Dr. Exton-Smith examines the principles of diagnosis and the course of disease in the 
aged, and since he aims at assisting them as long as possible to live independent lives 
in their own homes, he deals very fully with problems of the maintenance of health, 
home care and rehabilitation. This is a practical book, well written and documented.

A Medical, Social 
and Dietary Study of Elderly People living at home in Sheffield. William Hobson 
and John Pemberton, in collaboration with E. R. Bransby, H. Droller, Cissie 
Roseman and D. L. Woodhouse.

This study, for which Professor Hobson, his colleagues in Sheffield, and other 

specialists were responsible, was sponsored by the Nuffield Foundation. The 476 

elderly people who took part in the present survey were selected from a sample of 

2,114 on which was based an earlier social report. These old people in Sheffield were 

given careful medical examinations, the staff of the Sheffield Royal Hospital undertook 

the dental, radiological, ophthalmological, biochemical and haematological in- 
vestigations, and Dr. E. R. Bransby made an analysis of their diets and budgets. This 
valuable report of the team’s findings gives many a pointer to the means by which 

the elderly may enjoy longer independent lives in their homes. (618-97)

ELEMENTARY ENGINEERING MECHANICS. J. B.  Thirlwell. 
Macdonald, 10s.6d. 1955. 20°§ cm. 126 pages. 84 diagrams. Index. 

The author is a lecturer at Northampton Polytechnic, London, and his individual 
approach to the subject can be seen in the sequence in which he introduces the various 
aspects, beginning with motion. Textbooks on mechanics must necessarily be general 
in their application, but with the needs of instrument-making students in mind, 
examples have been included in which the quantities are of appropriate magnitude. 
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The text is clear and well written and the diagrams are good. Numerous exercises are 
given, and a slight criticism is that the answers are unduly prominent. An excellent 
introduction to the subject.

Studies concerning the strength of struts have hitherto been confined chiefly to 

materials other than timber and whilst a great deal of work has been done on timber 

beams and the influence of defects on their strength, there has been relatively little 
research on the timber strut and in particular on the type used in light constructional 
work, which is the subject of this paper. The work of other investigators in this field 
is considered, and the use of statistics in the estimation of minimum strength values 
for the derivation of working stresses is discussed. (620-12)

average size of craft is now so reduced that ‘the largest inshore racing class of boat now 
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at Cowes, the 6-Metres, were the smallest in 1911’. Mr. Phillips-Birt’s new book is 
well written and original, and although, since he is a professional naval architect, he 
speaks with technical authority, his aim is to make the general reader share his enjoy- 
ment in the study of design. The text and illustrations cover a long span of nautical 
history, always with a keen sense of the main qualities (speed and seaworthiness) 
looked for by yachtsman and builder alike. (623-822)

An illustrated and authoritative record, with statistics and plans, of merchant ships

Of the tonnage 
described, 36-57 per cent. of the total was built in Great Britain, much of this percent- 
age on foreign account. The most significant fact of the year under review was the 

re-emergence of Germany, which built 13-19 per cent. of world tonnage and, to a 

somewhat lesser extent, Japan. France’s contribution was also notable, and, as in all 

post-war years, the most interesting building, technically, was in the sphere of the 


tanker.

Much use has been made of the proceedings of learned societies, but 
the references are not given in the normal form and are, in fact, incomplete. The 
classical work of Andrews and Crockett on foundations for hammers is mentioned, 
but no reference is made to the original source. Nevertheless, the book is a useful 
complement to the more theoretical textbooks and acts as a signpost to original and 
more complete descriptions of recent work. A later edition could be improved by 
careful editing.

The 
development and limitations of the various direct and alternating current systems 

adopted in various parts of the world are discussed in a logical manner, and a 

particularly valuable indication is given to students of the problems associated with 

the more extensive use of commercial frequency for single-phase traction which is 

much advocated at the present time.

Working from the basic 
fact that whatever ‘efficiency standards’ are used they must be founded on actual 
recorded results, and taking into account the contributions to be made by agricultural 
science and general economics, he now offers a complete picture of profitable farm 
management which can be readily interpreted by students, beginners and practising 
farmers alike.

Numerous illustrations (18 in colour). Map. 19 tables. Bibliography. Index. 
It is estimated that an annual increase of 1-3 million tons of rice is necessary to meet the 
needs of the growing rice-eating population. A continued high level of prices may 
mean that more and more rice may be grown to meet this emergency, but there is 
little doubt that there is a great deal of scope for increased productivity in the estab- 
lished rice-growing areas of the world. Mr. Grist deals with problems of cultivation, 
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and factors which affect rice-production and the prospects of increasing it, on a world- 
wide scale, and those concerned who have not already studied it (this is a revised 
second edition of the work first published in 1953) should certainly do so. —_ (633-1)

REGIONAL AND APPLIED ANATOMY OF THE DOMESTIC 
ANIMALS. Part 1: Head and Neck. John A. Taylor. Oliver & Boyd, 25.

Spiral binding. 
This is a completely new work on veterinary anatomy, designed to meet the require- 
ments of student and veterinary surgeon alike. The author, who is Senior Lecturer 
in Anatomy at the Royal (Dick) School of Veterinary Studies, University of 
Edinburgh, combines the styles of text-book and dissection guide, and pays particular 
attention to anatomical features of surgical interest. The present volume (Part 1) 
deals only with the head and neck regions of the horse, ox, sheep, pig, dog and cat. 
Parts II (limbs) and III (thorax and abdomen), which will complete the work, are in 
course of preparation. The book is richly illustrated with coloured drawings. English 
equivalents of the standard anatomical nomenclature are employed throughout. 
The text is useful and interesting, though not exhaustive. (636-0891)

It is written mainly for beginners, but by using the basic 
recipes with the variations given, more experienced cooks can enlarge their repertory. 

Most of Jean Conil’s dishes are traditionally French—the section on Charcuterie is 

particularly valuable—but he includes many from other countries. There are recipes 

for more than fifty sauces. One is grateful for concise instructions for larding meat, 
usually missing from cookery books. The illustrations and diagrams are helpful.

His last chapter explains exactly where, what and how much to buy. Mr. Ryder’s 

artistic judgment is as sound as his practical knowledge, and anyone wishing to take 

up printing as a hobby, or to start a small press in a place where there are no printing 

facilities, will find this book an invaluable guide.

Each publication contains three critical reviews of ferrous production metallurgy 
which have appeared in the monthly periodical Iron and Steel. The subjects treated 
in the first are iron making, steelmaking reactions and the solidification of steel; 
the second deals with preparation of ores, electric steelmaking, and non-metallic 
inclusions. The reviews, written by members of the Metallurgy Department of the 
Royal Technical College, Glasgow, describe industrial practice and recent advances 
in the theory of the processes. European and American work is recognised without 
undue emphasis on either. Although no diagrams or graphs are included the treat- 
ment is clear and comprehensive and should appeal to university and technical college 
students, as well as to those engaged in making or using iron and steel. (669) 


MANGANESE. A. H. Sully. Butterworth, 40s. 1955. 22cm. 320 pages. 

138 illustrations. 57 tables. Bibliography. Index. ( Metallurgy of the Rarer Metals, 3) 
The first chapter of this authoritative volume deals briefly with the occurrence, 
production and classification of manganese ores. Discussions follow on methods of 
commercial production of manganese-iron alloys and pure mianganese; the conserva- 
tion of the metal and its recovery from slags and low grade ores; physical properties 
of the metal and the constitution and properties of a comprehensive range of 
manganese alloys. In conclusion there is a short chapter on the workability of manga- 
nese and its electroplating. The book, which includes numerous references in the text, 
has been carefully compiled and should be most valuable to all interested in metallic 
manganese.

The author, a member of the staff of the Nobel Laboratories of Imperial Chemical 

Industries Ltd., has produced a truly authoritative review of the principles and practice 

of the manufacture and use of nitrocellulose. After discussing the structure of 

cellulose, he gives detailed consideration to the nitrocellulose processes and their 
products. Subsequent chapters review in a clear, concise manner the properties and 
uses of the various systems embodying nitrocellulose in their formulation including 
explosive, plastics and lacquer applications. The full documentation with references to 
the original literature quite apart from the excellent text will undoubtedly make this 
a standard reference work for many years to come, of value both to academic and 
industrial workers in this field. (676-4) 
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Building Construction 
MACEY’S SPECIFICATIONS IN DETAIL. Donald Brooke and 
Stanley Wilkinson. sth edition, revised. Technical Press, 70s. 1955. 25-5 cm. 
720 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Tables. Index. 
Macey is a time-honoured standard work on specifications which has been in 
existence for more than fifty years. The last edition appeared in 1937 and the editors 
have had to do an immense amount of revision and rewriting to bring it up to date. 
Its main object is to provide data on building materials, both traditional and contem- 
porary, and methods of construction in a way that will help the architect, engineer, 
surveyor or builder to write detailed specifications. Great care has been taken to 
incorporate the most recent information available at the time of publication in British 
Standard Specifications, Codes of Practice, Building Research Bulletins and so on, as 
well as the advisory literature issued from time to time by government departments.

THE HANDYMAN’S COMPLETE CARPENTRY GUIDE. 
Andrew Waugh. Muller, 15s. 1955. 25cm. 228 pages. 5 plates in colour. 
Numerous photographs and diagrams in text. Endpaper drawings in colour. 
Tables. Index. 
The author has taken great pains to ensure that the work set out here is within the 
capacity of the amateur carpenter, and the constructional details are clearly and 
carefully described. Introductory chapters on the use and care of tools and the choice 
of timber are followed by detailed descriptions of the joints used in cabinet making 
and carpentry and by a chapter on the use and manipulation of glues, cements, glass 
and finishing materials. The main body of the work contains constructional details 
of furniture for every room in the house and each piece has been designed by a 
professional furniture designer. The book was originally published in Australia, and 
some of the timbers referred to in Chapter 2 are local timbers. (694)

AN AESTHETIC APPROACH TO BYZANTINE ART. 
P. A. Michelis. Translated from the Greek by Stephen Xydis and Mary Moschona. 
Batsford, 30s. 1955. 23cm. 304 pages. 150 illustrations. Indexes. 

This book, which was first published in Greece in 1946, provides both a summing-up 

of the contemporary attitude to Byzantine art and a new approach towards greater 

understanding. In the first two parts Professor Michelis, who is a member of the 

Architectural Faculty in the National Technical University, Athens, discusses the 

aesthetic character of Christian art, applying his findings to Byzantine architecture 

and painting. In a third section there is a brilliant analysis of the aesthetic approach to 
art history in which the author reinstates the two basic concepts of the ‘sublime’ and 
the ‘beautiful’, using them to illumine the special character of Byzantine art. Small- 
scale ‘postage stamp’ illustrations in the text are invaluable reminders of the visual 
appearance of the monuments of Byzantine art. (709-02)

PLANNING COMPENSATION VALUATIONS under the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1954. W. F. Oliver and K. F. Goodfellow. 
Sweet & Maxwell, 37s.6d. 1955. 25-5 cm. 342 pages. Tables. Index. 

Among the changes introduced by the Town and Country Planning Act, 1954, are a 

number of new valuations to be made in order to adjust rights and liabilities under the 
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original Act of 1947 to the new scheme introduced by the present Act. This book 
explains the provisions of the Act which pose these new problems of valuation. The 
work covers special payments for depreciation of land values, compensation for 
refusal or conditional grant of planning permission, for compulsory acquisition of 
land, for revocation or modification of planning permission in the future as well as 
in respect of past planning decisions. There is also a chapter on mineral rights. 
Appendices contain the text of orders and regulations made under the Act. = (711) 


Architecture 

A KEY TO OLD HOUSES with special reference to the examples of 
ancient homes of all types in England, Wales and Scotland which are opened 
to visitors. Hampden Gordon. Murray, 10s.6d. 1955. 20cm. 160 pages. 
30 photographs. Notes. Index. 

This modest but well-produced little book offers a simple account of the architectural 

styles exemplified in the historic houses of England. It also gives some account of 

their architects, garden designers and craftsmen. Twenty pages of photographs and 

some explanatory drawings are included. Hampden Gordon will be remembered 

for other volumes on furniture and antiques. (720-942) 


ENGLISH COUNTRY HOUSES: Early Georgian 1715-1760. Christopher 
Hussey. Country Life, 126s. 1955. 32 cm. 256 pages. 465 photographs. Index. 
H. Avray Tipping’s admirable standard work, English Homes, has long been out of 
print and is to be replaced by a new series of which this volume by Christopher Hussey, 
possibly the leading contemporary expert on the subject, is the first. The purpose is 
unchanged: to narrate the architectural development of the larger country houses and 
record in detail the most notable examples. Method and treatment, however, are a 
little different. The author lays less stress than his predecessor on the biographical side 
and more on the architecture. The articles, while more concise, contain more 
information and much new material, and more houses are described. The production 
is beyond criticism. The photographs are superb, the arrangement of the text is 
appropriately distinguished, and one looks forward with confidence to succeeding 
volumes of what seems certain to be a work of great authority for students of English 
domestic architecture. (728-82)

HITTITE ART, 2300-750 B.C. Maurice Vieyra. Tiranti, 15s. 1955.

Archaeological research and art history meet on common ground in this survey of 
the artistic achievement of one of the great civilisations of the ancient East. The 
geographical location of Hittite art (the term is not limited to the art of the Hittite 
race alone) extends from northern Syria to central Anatolia (now modern Turkey). 
Rock carvings (especially chariot scenes), royal tombs, seals and bronze figurines are 
the main categories of art described. The Descriptive Notes are rather more technical 
than the general Introduction and will help the student to distinguish Hittite art from 
that of Babylonia and Egypt with which it has much in common. _(732°939) 


ITALIAN GOTHIC SCULPTURE. John Pope-Hennessy. Phaidon Press, 
42s. 1955. 28-5 cm. 228 pages. 108 plates. ror illustrations in text. Index. 

The first instalment of a projected three-volume Introduction to Italian Sculpture 

written by the Keeper of the Department of Architecture and Sculpture, Victoria and

Albert Museum, London, who is a noted authority on Italian painting. It covers the 
period between the work of Nicola Pisano, whose pulpit (finished 1259) in Pisa 
Baptistry marks the transition between the Romanesque and Gothic, and Lorenzo 
Ghiberti (1378-1455), creator of the famous bronze doors of the Bapistry at Florence, 
and includes detailed notes on the sculptors and plates, elucidated by smaller illustra- 
tions and containing critical bibliographies for each artist. This scholarly, lucid and 
finely illustrated account of the development of early Italian sculpture will be followed 
by separate volumes on Renaissance and Baroque sculpture, completing an important 
survey on the neglected field, as compared with painting, of Italian sculpture.

THE ART OF COLLECTING COINS. A Practical Guide to 
Numismatics. Leonard S. Forrer. Arco Publishers, 15s. 1955. 22 cm. 184 pages. 

16 plates. Glossary. Bibliography. 

The author is a dealer in coins who, to professional knowledge, adds personal 
enthusiasm. His field here, covering the centuries between classical times and our own, 
is so wide that he cannot aim to appeal to the expert in any one branch. His biblio- 
graphy, useful as it is, is therefore in broad terms, and it should be emphasised that 
this is a general introduction to the subject, not a detailed commentary upon it. As 
such, there could scarcely be a more sensible handbook for the embryo collector, and, 
as Mr. Forrer is not afraid to include what may seem to be the more obvious 
definitions, his glossary of numismatic terms is of special value to the uninitiated, 
He includes a few notes on medals, forgeries and reproductions. (737°4)

FRENCH DRAWING OF THE XVI CENTURY. Text and notes 
by Jean Adhémar.

This picture-book anthology focusses attention on the little-known school of French 
16th century drawings. This period, dominated by the style known as Mannerism, 
was one of intense assimilation—Italians worked at the royal palace of Fontainebleau; 
the Clouets, father and son, introduced a Netherlandish element, and architects, 
designers and goldsmiths all played their part in giving to the pictorial arts a refine- 
ment, delicacy and psychological subtlety. The drawings so well reproduced here have 
been chosen by the Keeper of the Cabinet des Estampes at the Bibliothéque Nationale, 
Paris, and range from royal portraits, religious and allegorical scenes, to architectural 
drawings and tapestry designs.

ITALIC HANDWRITING. Tom Gourdie. Studio Publications, 73.6d. 1955. 
18-5 cm. 96 pages. Numerous illustrations. 
The production of popular books on Italic handwriting, part of the wider current 
interest in good lettering, shows no signs of abating. Mr. Gourdie’s book is more 
thorough than most and is especially useful in its analysis of common faults and in the 
advice given about materials, pen-holders, posture, etc. in addition to the provision 
of specimen alphabets and letters. A large part of the book is devoted to facsimiles 
of letters and envelopes from many lands addressed to the author. (745°6)

THE TEACH YOURSELF HISTORY OF PAINTING. Vol. 10. 
The XXth Century. Based on the original work of H. Schmidt Degener and 
edited for English readers by William Gaunt. English Universities Press, 10s.6d. 
1955. 24°§ cm. $2 pages. (6 colour plates). 33 illustrations. Maps. Tables. 
Designed for the general reader, this series consists of reproductions with an introduc- 
tory text. The different periods in European painting are separately treated and the 
latest volume, on the 2oth century, gives a more or less rational account of what 
often appears to be the very irrational tendencies of modern painting. The small-scale 
text illustrations and full-page colour plates are representative without being 
hackneyed and there is a useful time chart. (759°06) 


THE TEACH YOURSELF HISTORY OF PAINTING. Vol. 6. 
The Dutch School. Based on the original work of H. Schmidt Degener and 
edited for English readers by William Gaunt. English Universities Press, 10s.6d. 
1955. 24°5 cm. $2 pages. 6 colour plates. 35 illustrations. Table. 

A further straightforward account in the series, this time of the Dutch school from 

its hesitant medieval beginnings to the fine flowering of the seventeenth century, 

ending with Rembrandt. With Vermeer, Rembrandt takes pride of place, but 
among lesser artists more importance might have been given to Cuyp and Hobbema. 

Of the illustrations, the thirty-five black and white are more helpful than the half 

dozen coloured plates, which are not of a very high standard. Otherwise, this is a 

useful introduction for the beginner or general reader. (759°9492)

Every aspect of Rollei practice and procedure is dealt with in the most exhaustive 

detail in this revised and enlarged edition in which Mr. Pearlman has included 

on the latest Rolleicord V, and given more space to colour photography. 

Every type of Rollei, its modification, and many new labour saving devices are 

illustrated and listed. Separate chapters are devoted to using the Rolleiflex and 

Rolleicord, the scope of the Rollei, Flash, and Colour, while there are several chapters 

on the technique of processing Rollei negatives and prints. (771°3) 


SENSITOMETRY. The Technique of Measuring Photographic Materials. 
L. Lobel and M. Dubois. Translated and adapted from the French edition by 
E. F. Teal. Focal Press, 25s. 1955. 19 cm. 262 pages. 12 photographs. Diagrams 
in text.

Hurter and Driffield first measured sensitive materials some sixty years ago, since 

when sensitometry has become largely a laboratory science, no longer confined to the 

measurement of emulsion speeds, but covering practically every field of photography. 

The authors of this volume are leading emulsion scientists, and commence with basic 

facts which will help the amateur to understand the many graphs and curves data 

sheets of films, plates, or papers; for the laboratory worker, they deal fully with the 
apparatus and methods used to obtain these data. Special chapters are devoted to 
colour sensitivity and its effect on filter factors, and to colour photography where 
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consistent results depend on accurate matching of emulsion characteristics. A final 
section provides a most comprehensive introduction to sensitometry in photographic 
sound recording and reproduction. (771°5)

THE HISTORY OF THE ENGLISH PUPPET THEATRE,

This volume follows, and specialises in one portion of, one of the most excellent 
works on the subject ever written, Dolls and Puppets by Max von Boehn (1932). 
Mr. Speaight, himself a specialist on the subject, introduces the English puppet in 
two chapters on derivatives, “Mediterranean Mimes’, and “Puppets in Europe: from 
Socrates to Louis XIV’. He then describes most fully, aided by documentary notes 
and many varied and interesting illustrations, the medieval fools, Elizabethan clowns 
and jesters, the Restoration Punchinello, puppets and marionettes from Chaucer to 
the present time, puppet theatres, the popular Mr. Punch of the eighteenth century, 
and the twentieth century revival. Among the notes are copious references to books, 
articles, paintings, etc. on the subject. (791-5)

MY TIME IS MY OWN. An Irishman at the B.B.C. John Irwin. Parrish, 
8s.6d. 1955. 20cm. 112 pages. 


The significance of John Irwin’s title is that he likes his independence, and the theme 
of his book is that he did not find it as a member of the producing staff of the B.B.C. 
He gives first of all a very amusing account of his career, during which he became 
the producer of many successful programmes both on sound radio and television. 
The latter part of this short book is more serious in tone, and contains his observations 
on what is, in his view, the correct approach to the production of political discussion 
on television. He discusses the policy of the B.B.C. and advocates competition not 
only through commercial television, but also through subscription television, by 
means of which the public themselves can decide what form of programme they 
actually prefer. (792-94)

WISDEN CRICKETERS’ ALMANACK, 1955. Edited by 
Norman Preston. 92nd year. Sporting Handbooks, cloth boards, 15s.; limp linen, 
12s.6d.

Full details of international and county cricket are included in this famous annual, as 

well as the more important public school games. Articles by various authorities 

include: Five Cricketers of the Year; South Africa offers Serious Challenge, by Neville 

Cardus; Twilight Reflections, by Sir Pelham Warner; and The Story of Yorkshire, 

by J. M. Kilburn. H. S. Altham contributes Dates in Cricket History, and there is a 

record of “Pakistan in England’, 1954. Overseas cricket in 1953-54 is surveyed, and 

the visits of the M.C.C. to the West Indies, of the New Zealanders to Australia and 

South Africa, and of the Commonwealth Team to India are fully recorded. A useful 

annotated bibliography of cricket books by John Arlott completes the volume.

Douglas Milner, the author of several mountain books, has the advantage of being 

both a skilled photographer and an experienced climber. In this book he first outlines 

the history of Chamonix and the neighbouring valleys. Not content with this he 
includes a brief guide to some of the better-known climbs carried out at this noted 

Alpine centre. Many of the numerous pictures of rock and snow are unusually fine

This little book will give beginners an outline of the elements of mountaineering. 

In it, too, they will find some useful advice on rock-climbing technique, suitable 

clothing and diet and similar subjects. Included also is a short selection of other

MAN OF EVEREST. The Autobiography of Tenzing told to 
James Ramsey Ullman. Harrap, 18s. 1955. 21-5 cm. 320 pages. 49 illustrations 
(4 in colour). 2 drawings. 2 sketch maps. Index. 

This book is the result of numerous conversations which Mr. Ullman had with 

Tenzing Norgay at his home in Darjeeling, and it is written in such a manner as to 

read like a genuine autobiography. From its pages it is obvious that Tenzing is not 

only an able mountaineer but also a philosopher. He took part in most of the notable 
expeditions to the Himalayas during the past few years and we are treated to some 
amusing and frank sidelights on several famous climbers such as Smythe, Shipton, 

Tilman, Hunt and Lambert. We also hear his version of the much-discussed ascent 

of the last few feet of Everest. A most readable book. (796-52) 


BETTER SMALL-BOAT SAILING. A Second Glance at some Problems 
of Small-boat Racing with Fourteen Action Photographs by Eileen Ramsay, 
Frontispiece by Beken and a Chapter on Sailing for Children.

The yachting correspondent of the Sunday Times provides some useful hints for the 

beginner in sail, particularly the dinghy-racer. His chapters include Single Handed 

Sailing, Girls Afloat, Junior Sailing and Team Racing. A thoroughly practical though 

simple text is helped by fourteen action photographs by Eileen Ramsay, on cach of 

which the author makes salutary comments, for the photographs reveal in almost 

every case techniques which could be improved. (797-1) 


BIG TROUT. William H. Lawrie. Oliver & Boyd, 9s.6d. 1955. 22m.

Every fisherman dreams of hooking a record fish and this well produced and 

illustrated book deals with the habits and behaviour of great trout and the tactics 

which might be employed to experience the thrill of landing one. Every aspect of 

big trout fishing is discussed in detail, by an expert and enthusiastic angler. (799-1) 
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KINGDOM OF THE ELEPHANT. E. A. Temple-Perkins. Melrose, 
18s. 1955. 22cm. 272 pages. 40 photographs. 2 maps. Index. 

The author has spent a lifetime in the Colonial service, and all his life has been a keen 
and intelligent hunter. Now, in retirement, he still lives in the game country of Uganda 
where he can watch the great beasts at leisure. Whilst elephant are his first love, 
there are plenty of stories about the other game animals of Africa, including crocodile 
and snakes. The account of innumerable hunts makes thrilling reading, and both 
animals and the terrain, principally Uganda, are well described. This is one of the 
best of the many recent books on African big game hunting, and can be read with 
pleasure by those who have never tracked an clephant or stumbled on a buffalo.

INSPIRATION AND POETRY. C. M. Bowra. Macmillan, 21s. 1955. 
22 cm. 274 pages. Index. 
Sir Maurice Bowra’s devotion to poetry is as fervent as his knowledge of it is 
extensive. Few critics can have enjoyed in the original tongue such a great variety of 
poetic forms. Beginning with an essay on the nature of aesthetic inspiration, the book 
continues with studies of classical, medieval and modern poets, revealing fresh 
discoveries and new enthusiasms. Readers will perhaps appreciate what the author 
has to say about Pushkin, Lermontov and Rubén Dario rather than the more 
conventional studies of Pater and Hardy. This is a stimulating introduction to many 
new figures and a useful appraisal of old ones. (808-1) 


POETRY AND THE AGE. Randall Jarrell. Faber, 18s. 1955. 22-5 cm. 
240 pages. 
Randall Jarrell is a poet with a rare gift for communicating his excitement about the 
work of other poets, both American and British. Some of the big names—T. S. Eliot 
and Emily Dickinson among them—are left over for consideration in a later book; 
Walt Whitman and Robert Frost are treated at length, and a number of minor but 
genuine poets are also discussed in an illuminating way. This is criticism at its most 
un-desiccated: unsystematic, personal, but penetrating. (808-1)

SELECTED POEMS. Robert Frost. Introduction by C. Day Lewis. 

Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1955. 18 cm. 260 pages. Index. Paper covers. (Penguin Poets) 
Here is remarkable value for money—an attractively designed and printed volume 
that includes examples of Robert Frost’s verse from his first book, A Boy’s Will (1913) 
to the very recent Steeple Bush. Although Frost is the doyen of American poets, and 
although his first book was published in England, his poetry is not widely known 
outside America. It is to be hoped that this volume will make his poems—faithful to 
ordinary speech, yet musical; simple, yet profound; rooted in natural things and 
humorously wise—as popular outside his native land as in it. (811-5) 


English Poetry 

THE POETRY OF CRABBE. Lilian Haddakin. Chatto & Windus, 12s.6d. 
19$$. 20°§ cm. 176 pages. Biographical table. Index. 

Crabbe’s poetry was greatly admired by some of the best of his contemporaries, but 

the popularity he achieved during his lifetime hardly outlived him and today his 

admirers, though fervent, are few. This is less than he deserves, for his keen observation 
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of the life around him, his narrative gift in verse and his uncompromising realism 
give him a special place in the literary current of his age. Yet such modern authoritative 
criticism of his work as exists is confined largely to histories of English literature and 
Mrs. Haddakin’s study consequently fills a gap for the serious student and will remind 
the social historian of the 18th and 19th centuries that Crabbe has much to offer him.

THE TREE OF IDLENESS and Other Poems. Lawrence Durrell. Faber, 
8s.6d. 1955. 22-5 cm. 48 pages. 
In his fourth book of verse Mr. Durrell again writes of Levantine and eastern 
Mediterranean scenes. But many of these new poems (e.g. the series ‘Letters in 
Darkness’) are less descriptive of places than of their author’s emotional complexities. 
These are intellectual poems in that appreciation depends not only on the capacity to 
relish allusions to literature and legend, but also to identify oneself with the curiously 
ambivalent anti-romantic self-mockery of so large a section of today’s intelligentsia. 
The sparse and sardonic temper of these poems forms, as it were, a cage around a 
creature of lustre and passion. (821-9) 


C. DAY LEWIS. Clifford Dyment. Longmans for the British Council, 2s.

‘In me two worlds at war trample the patient flesh’, Mr. Day Lewis has written of 

himself, and of the modern poet and so also of himself: ‘there arises in him a conflict 

between the old which his heart approves and the new which fructifies his imagina- 
tion’. Examining this dilemma, Mr. Dyment finds that Mr. Lewis ‘is a poet of our 
modern ambivalence’ but that his choice of a solution has changed from the new to the 
old, from social revolution in the ’thirties to tradition and consolidation in the forties 
and "fifties. It is fashionable to prefer Mr. Lewis’s later verse; Mr. Dyment gives the 
greater part of his space to a timely plea for due recognition of the freshness and 
energy of the poetry Mr. Lewis wrote in the ‘thirties. (821-9) 


THE MIRAGE IN THE SOUTH and Other Poems. Hubert Nicholson. 
Heinemann, 8s.6d. 19§§. 19 cm. 60 pages. 
Although the poems in this collection are miscellaneous in subject, they are given 
unity through being transcriptions of direct personal experience. They form, in fact, 
a poetic diary of a man’s spiritual problems. These problems have their source in a 
division of loyalty between the author’s native north of England and his adopted 
south, and this division results in a conflict between puritanism and hedonism. In 
style, these poems are refreshingly free from modish affectations. ‘ (821-9) 


CHARLES WILLIAMS. John Heath-Stubbs. Longmans for the British 
Council, 2s. 1955. 21-5 cm. 44 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper 
covers. (Bibliographical Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 

Since his death in 1945 (he was born in 1886), the work of Charles Williams has 

gained many new readers. Novelist, poet, playwright, biographer, theologian—the 

range of his work was wide and Mr. Heath-Stubbs comments on it with remarkable 
thoroughness in his brief space. It is, however, to the poetry that he devotes most 
attention, as it is in the verse that Williams’ preoccupation with supernatural and 
spiritual themes is to be found in its most essential form. This is an excellently 
informative and critical introduction to a comparatively little-known yet worth-while 
writer.

THE SHAKESPEARE FIRST FOLIO. Its_ Bibliographical and 
Textual History. W. W. Greg. Oxford University Press, 42s. 1955. 22-5 cm. 
512 pages. Notes. Bibliography. Index. 

For the non-bibliographical reader the advances made in the establishment of 

Shakespeare’s text during the past fifty years present a formidable prospect, and this 

account of the First Folio by the greatest living authority on the subject is the more 

welcome for the wisdom and imaginative insight which directs its treatment of a 

technical and often controversial body of information. Sir Walter Greg’s object is 

‘to set out the evidence and summarise on each point under discussion the view now 

generally held by scholars, or, if there is no commonly accepted opinion, the view 

that seems in best accord with the evidence’. The result is a comprehensive and 
detailed survey which covers the character of the Folio as a whole and the special 

nature of the text of each play. It is indispensable as a work of reference. (822-3) 


THE SLAVE OF LIFE. A Study of Shakespeare and the Idea of Justice. 
M. D. H. Parker. Chatto & Windus, 18s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 264 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 

Bearing some resemblance in theme to Theodore Spencer’s Shakespeare and the 

Nature of Man, this study goes beyond that fine book and forms a valuable addition to 

Shakespearean ‘interpretative’ literature. ‘Between Providence and Fortune the world 

of Elizabethan tragedy lies, and its discussion of Providence is essentially a discussion of 

Justice.’ The conception of Justice is analysed in detail and with considerable learning, 

culminating in a profound chapter entitled “Nature and Grace’. Not the least 

interesting part of the book is the appendix “Was Shakespeare a Recusant:’. Perhaps 
the author attributes to Shakespeare too conscious a pre-occupation with philosophical 
issues, but her case remains one of the most convincing to have been sustained.

NATURE IN SHAKESPEARIAN TRAGEDY. Robert Speaight. 
Hollis & Carter, 15s: 1955. 22cm. 188 pages. 
To those who love the theatre Mr. Speaight needs no introduction. He sets out to 
trace, in six of the tragedies, Shakespeare’s conception of nature. In his Introduction, 
Mr. Speaight writes: “The following essay does not pretend to be a work of scholar- 
ship; it is merely the reflexion of half a lifetime spent in the company of Shakespeare, 
generally in the study but sometimes on the stage’. The work bears the clear marks of 
scholarship, but it also has the understanding that only knowledge and experience 
of the stage can bring. Many scholars have written of Shakespeare, and some actors. 
Mr. Speaight has held a rare balance between the two and the result commands respect. 
This is a book to be warmly recommended. (822-3) 


THE BISHOP’S BONFIRE. A Sad Play within the Tune of a Polka. 
Sean O’Casey. Macmillan, 8s.6d. 1955. 20-5 cm. 124 pages. Portrait frontispiece 
by Breon O’Casey. Musical examples. 

Once again, O’Casey’s magnificence of language flows in and out the length of his 

play, but this time both argument and construction are obscure and muddled. The 

protagonists, in a rural Irish village preparing to welcome a visit from their native- 
born Bishop, represent narrow Irish clericalism and joy in life and youth, but, lacking 
reality, the characters give small weight to their arguments. Although the situations 
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and action are comic, and these are the strength of the play, the thin thread of the 
drama steers towards tragedy, and the play ends sharply in murder at the moment 
when cheers herald the Bishop’s arrival. (822-9)

THE LARK. Jean Anouilh. Translated from the French by Christopher Fry. 
Methuen, 8s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. I1O pages. 

Anouilh states that his play makes no attempt to explain the mystery of Joan. Nor 
does it. Using the technique made familiar by Pirandello and by a series of flashbacks 
to Joan’s earlier life during the long trial scene, Anouilh reveals Joan’s humanity but 
little of her spiritual quality and less still of her intellectual force, so much a part of 
Shaw’s Saint Joan. At the close of the play, with Joan at the stake, comes the coronation, 
and, to quote the last lines, “The true end of the story is a kind of joy. Joan of Arc: a 
story which ends happily.’ Christopher Fry’s translation, in prose, is unobtrusive and 
follows the original closely. (842-9)

THE COMEDY OF DANTE ALIGHIERI the Florentine. Cantica IL. 
Purgatory (II Purgatorio). Newly translated from the Italian by Dorothy L. Sayers. 
Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1955. 18 cm. 390 pages. 6 diagrams. Glossary. Bibliography. 
Paper covers. (Penguin Classics) 

Those in possession of the Inferno volume in this series will naturally hasten to procure 

its successor. It remains true that the Comedy can be successfully approached by way 

of the Purgatorio, which is the clue and key to the rest. Moreover, Miss Sayers’ 

Introduction to the present volume is a masterpiece of exegesis and will no doubt 

form a lasting contribution to Dante studies. It is more than that: it is a compact 

treatise on theology and will do much to enlighten the mind as well as feed the 
imagination. Her translation of the text is a noble effort, erring perhaps on the side of 

plainness but the better for studiously avoiding all ‘poetic’ effects. (851-15)

PERSONALITIES AND POWERS. Sir Lewis Namier. Hamish Hamilton, 15s. 
19§5. 22cm. 166 pages. 

The reception an carlier volume of essays received has encouraged Professor Powicke 

to make another selection from the many essays and lectures he has accumulated 

during his long career. The volume has a unity which is suggested by the title. The 
first section contains impressionist studies of leading historians, many of them his 
friends and colleagues; the other consists of papers dealing with methods of research. 

The whole reflects some of the influences inspiring historical activities in England 

during the last sixty or seventy years. Professor Namier from time to time collects 

his essays and reviews, and as he ranges over a wide field in modern history the 
contents of his volume are rather mixed. They include his Romanes lecture (1952) on 

Monarchy and the Party System, an important lecture on the personality of George 

III, one on the country gentleman in politics, 1750-84, and another on basic factors 

in nineteenth century European history. Both books deserve a place as specimens of 

the lighter moments of two contemporary historians, each recognised as an out- 

standing contributor to contemporary historical studies. (904)

AN INLAND VOYAGE. TRAVELS WITH A DONKEY. 
THE SILVERADO SQUATTERS. Robert Louis Stevenson. New 
introduction by M. Roy Ridley. Reprint. Dent, 6s. 1955. 18-5 cm. 298 pages. 
Bibliography. (Everyman's Library) 

Written in the space of five years, the three books gathered into this volume— 

describing travels in Belgium, France and California—are those which established 

Stevenson as a writer with a public. In contrast to the restless striving after effect of 

many contemporary travel books, his leisurely and reflective style put the reader on 

good terms with him at once. Though one cannot avoid the feeling at times that 
incidents are being deliberately ‘written up’, one is as often charmed by the humanity 
and lightness of touch by which it is done. A dry humour, too, gives a flavour to the 
pages and nowhere more markedly than in the delightful Silverado Squatters. It is 
pleasant to have these side by side in one volume with a new introduction, short but 
to the point. (910-8) 


FOUNDATIONS IN THE DUST. A Story of Mesopotamian Exploration. 
Seton Lloyd. Reprint. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1955. 18 cm. 256 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 

First published in 1947, this account of the archaeological discovery of ancient 

Mesopotamia is one of the best books of its kind to have been written. Although 

Mr. Seton Lloyd deals at greatest length and most lovingly with Rich, Layard and 

other picturesque giants of 19th century exploration, he brings his chronicle down to 

very recent times. What is most remarkable about Foundations in the Dust is that 
while it is mainly concerned with the excavators and their work, it also contrives 
to give a coherent account of the ancient history of the Two Rivers from the earliest 

neolithic settlements down to the great days of Assyria. (913-5) 


MAJOR THOMPSON LIVES IN FRANCE and Discovers the French. 
Pierre Daninos. Translated from the French by Robin Farn. Cape, 9s.6d. 1955. 
19°5 cm. 192 pages. 18 illustrations by Walter Goetz. 

This record best seller has set all France laughing. The original purports to be a 

translation of an English major’s reflections upon French life, with comparisons with 

English life. Half the fun lies in spotting where the ‘Major’ trips up (as in the 

hopelessly out of date chapters on English women, schoolgirls and governesses). 

Quite as much fun is poked at the French as at the English, and here M. Daninos is on 

surer ground. The chapters on French inventions, motorists and travellers are really 

extremely funny. Mr. Goetz’s drawings, some of which have appeared in Punch, 

are sheer joy. (914-4) 


THE BASQUE COUNTRY. Vivian Rowe. Putnam, 18s. 1955. 22cm. 
248 pages. 22 photographs. Endpaper map. Index. 
This pleasantly written book about the Basque country and its history describes most 
of the places of interest on both sides of the Pyrenées, with slight emphasis on the 
French side where Basque traditions are stronger. The author has some little-known 
things to say about the Chanson de Roland and its relation to what might be called the 
pilgrim industry, the part played by Basques in the development of whale-hunting, 
and the inglorious role played by a British expeditionary force in the Carlist War in 
1837. The illustrations are unusually good and there is a useful map at both ends of 
the book. (914°4) 
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PARIS. Suzanne Oswald. Thames & Hudson, 7s.6d. 1955. 21. cm. 94 pages. 
Illustrations by E. Morgenthaler. (Pleasures of Places) 
Suzanne Oswald has captured the essence of Paris. In snatches of prose, anecdote and 
history, she introduces the reader to streets, houses and markets, chestnut trees 
and fountains, historic buildings and personages, modern celebrities and unknown 
children, to present moments and eternal pasts. Beautifully written and delightfully 
illustrated, this book is both informative and entertaining; evocative for those who 
do not know Paris and nostalgic for those who do. (914-436) 


CAMERA AND CHIANTI. Francis Sandwith. Nicholas Kaye, 21s. 1955. 
22°§ cm. 192 pages. 72 photographs (1 in colour). Index. 
This record by a photographer of a tour of some of the lesser known Italian towns 
and provinces will encourage travellers to follow him, especially since names of 
hotels and hints about local wines and food specialities are given. Padua, Ferrara, San 
Marino, Foggia, Bari, Lecce, Taranto, Catanzaro, Cosenza, Salerno, Paestum and 
Naples are the centres described. The author is more interested in the contemporary 
human scene than in museums and palaces which attract him mainly as decorative 
material for the camera. Of the many good photographs those portraying the 
inhabitants and the homely detail are particularly successful. There are some 
inaccuracies and a map should have been included. (914°5s) 


A ROSE FOR WINTER. Travels in Andalusia. Laurie Lee. Hogarth Press 
12s.6d. 1955. 20°§ cm. 160 pages. Frontispiece. 

Mr. Laurie Lee, the poet, here describes his travels during a winter in which he 

revisited Andalusia where he lived before the Civil War. Poct-plus-Andalusia is a 

strong combination, and the result is a highly individual account, full of colour, and 

bordering, at times, on fantasy: not a book to be read as though it were a railway 

time-table. The author’s knowledge of Spain takes him well away from the beaten 


track and into the company of some fascinating personalities. (914-6) 


ZERMATT AND THE VALAIS. Sir Armold Lunn. Hollis & Carter, 
138.6d. 1955. 19cm. 222 pages. 10 photographs. Index. 
For most visitors to Switzerland Zermatt and the Valais mean above all the sight of 
that famous peak the Matterhorn and the story of its ascent. Sir Arnold, however, 
knows the district more intimately, and while he does full justice to Whymper and his 
companions, he also takes his readers to little known corners of the Canton and 
gives some delightful descriptions of their characteristics and their history. He presents 
a picture of the inhabitants and their secluded lives in some of the few remaining 
unspoilt valleys such as the Létschental and the Val D’Annivers, and includes notes 
on the ancient and picturesque towns of Sierre and Sion in the Rhéne valley. To 
anyone who intends to visit that part of Switzerland or who already knows it this 
book will give much pleasure. (914-94) 


MANDARIN RED. A _ Journey behind the ‘Bamboo Curtain’. 

James Cameron. Michael Joseph, 15s. 1955. 20-5 cm. 288 pages. 9 photographs. 
James Cameron, who has a high reputation as a special correspondent and student of 
international affairs, had longed for years to visit China solely as a newspaper man. 
In reporting his visit he is almost painfully intent on being favourable to the Chinese, 
but at the same time has to set down a good deal which tends in the opposite direction. 
He was allowed to visit Chungking in Szechwan, to journey by boat down the 
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Yangtze to Hankow, and to see the Great Wall, and his dispatches were uncensored. 
From the many personages he met one rarely feels that he is getting candid and 
straightforward replies. But his book does describe how the new China works, with 
its successes and shortcomings. All this is conveyed in most vigorous and highly 
charged prose. (915-1) 


THE NARROW SMILE. A Journey back to the North-west Frontier. 
Peter Mayne. Murray, 18s. 1955. 22 cm. 272 pages. 13 photographs. 2 maps. 
In 1941 as an R.A.F. officer Mr. Mayne was seconded to the North-west Frontier 
for special duties where, in the next four years, he made many friends among the 
Pathans. Of his return in 1953 to this tribal region between Pakistan and Afghanistan 
and of his visit to Kabul he has written a notable record which, in addition to its 
considerable literary merit, provides, together with an authoritative sketch of the 
geopolitical and historical background, a penetrating study of the psychological and 
social factors conditioning the political attitudes of these Pakhtun peoples today. 
This fascinating travel book is also the story of happy personal relationships with 
Muslim friends. (915-47) 


THE WAY TO ILALA. David Livingstone’s Pilgrimage. Frank Debenham. 
Longmans for the Trustees of the Rhodes-Livingstone Museum, 25s. 1955. 22 cm. 
336 pages. Plates. Line drawings. 24 maps. Index. 

Professor Debenham has retold the story of Livingstone’s travels in Africa, from his 

first landing in 1841 to his death in 1873, with special emphasis on his work as a 

geographer. In this connection, he has examined all the original maps and produced 

detailed comparisons with the results of modern cartography. The book is, however, 
far from being a mere technical study; it is the work of a sympathetic but never 
blindly uncritical admirer and presents Livingstone as a great man as well as a great 
geographer. The book is admirably produced and among the numerous attractive 
line drawings are many from Livingstone’s own sketches. (916) 


THE GLORY OF EGYPT. 115 photographs (8 in colour) by Michel Audrain. 
Text and Notes by Samivel. Translated from the French by J. E. Manchip White. 
Ten translations of original Egyptian texts. Thames & Hudson, 42s. 1955. 26 cm. 
230 pages. Drawings and diagrams in text. Map. 

This beautifully produced translation of a French book written around an impressive 

collection of really outstanding photographs brings Egypt vividly to the reader. It 

invites him to go there, and will be treasured by anyone who has been, as recalling 
the highlights of his tour, the architectural achievements of its ancient inhabitants 
and the picturesqueness of the present. Well chosen extracts from their literature give 

a peep into the wisdom of the ancient Egyptians, and an imaginative introduction 

will set thoughtful readers considering problems such as the origins of the pyramids 

and methods used in their construction, even if it suggests solutions not generally 

accepted. (916-2) 


REGIONAL GEOGRAPHY OF ANGLO-AMERICA. C. Langdon 
White and Edwin J. Foscue. 2nd edition. Constable, $7s.6d. 1955. 25°5 cm. 
$42 pages. Numerous photographs. Maps. 15 tables. Bibliography. Index. 

“Anglo-America’, used by the authors in contrast to Latin America, comprises the 

United States and Canada. The area is treated in fifteen regions, devised without 

reference to international boundaries. Attention is focussed mainly on the present, 

and much socio-economic information is set out clearly. Physical geography is kept 
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in the background, though it forces itself to the front in the less highly organised 
regions. The authors, American professors of geography, give a clear account of 
what the continent produces, where its industries are placed, and what the present 
trends are. The picture they present is dynamic, not static, and adjustment to 
environment is continuous. The book is well illustrated, has numerous sketch-maps, 
and select bibliographies, mainly from American and Canadian sources. (917) 


I MARRIED THE KLONDIKE. Laura Beatrice Berton. Hutchinson, 15s. 
1955. 22 cm. 232 pages. 34 photographs. Endpaper maps. 
The author went to Dawson on the Klondike river in 1907, when the city was already 
declining after the gold rush of the eighteen-nineties, and stayed through twenty-five 
brief summers and long hard winters when the temperature for weeks was fifty below 
zero. Her unpretentious account of her experiences, first as a teacher and later as 
wife and mother, is interesting for the vivid picture it gives of life in the far north, 
with its rigid social conventions, its fantastic characters—prospectors, engineers, 
priests and prostitutes—its hardships, heroism and tragedy. (917-121) 


ISLES OF THE SUN. Charles Barrett. Heinemann, 25s. 1955. 22m. 
272 pages. 51 photographs, including endpapers. 2 sketch maps. Index. 
Dr. Barrett is an Australian naturalist of repute with several books to his credit. 
This volume is constructed around journeys he made mainly in New Guinea and 
islands in the Torres Strait, investigating entomological problems for the government. 
He writes with boyish enthusiasm of everyone he meets, and of the widely assorted 
objects he collects. He touches on a great variety of subjects, birds of paradise, 
molluscs with a deadly bite, rural progress societies, the diffusion of culture, to 
mention a few only. If he seldom pursues a subject very far, he does succeed in 
conveying to the reader some idea of the considerable changes which have taken 
place in this region since the war. (919°5)

HANS CHRISTIAN ANDERSEN. Rumer Godden. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 
1955. 19cm. 192 pages. Portrait frontispiece. (Stratford Library) 
The story of Hans Andersen’s life reads like one of his own tales. Born in Odense in 
1805, he set out for Copenhagen when in his ‘teens to find his fortune in the theatre, 
but met with little success. From this beginning to his later years, when he became 
an international figure with honours and homage showered upon him, his life was 
like an April day, with its sunshine and showers unpredictably mixed. Rumer Godden 
has not allowed her affection for her subject to cloud her judgment, and her selection 
of material is excellent. This biography provides an eminently readable portrait of 
the awkward, sensitive, sometimes lonely and always lovable man who wrote for 
children of all ages and, one hopes, of all time. (92) 


MY SEVERAL WORLDS. A Personal Record. Pearl S$. Buck. Methuen, 
21s. 1955. 22cm. 472 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 

This autobiography of a well-known novelist and Nobel Prize winner affords a 

fascinating view not only of an outstanding individual but also of the deep-rooted 

divergences between Eastern and Western thought. Pearl Buck came to share in the 

Chinese mentality and philosophy of life as very few Europeans do, and was early 

conscious of belonging to two separate worlds of which her distant American 
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homeland was less familiar than the China she knew and loved. In later life she 
travelled throughout Asia and identified herself with the aspirations of all Eastern 
peoples for national and economic freedom. These memoirs are not the record of a 
disinterested observer but of a passionate participant in man’s affairs who compensates 
for her occasional prejudices by warm-hearted humanity and a ready generosity. (92) 


OVER THE BRIDGE. An Essay in Autobiography. Richard Church. 
Heinemann, 18s. 1955. 22cm. 240 pages. Frontispiece in colour. 
Richard Church, well known as a poet and critic, writes lovingly and with quite 
extraordinary clarity, vividness and perspicacity, of his boyhood in South London 
at the beginning of the century. His father worked for the Post Office and was mad 
on bicycling, his mother (beautifully drawn) was an elementary schoolteacher, and 
his older brother was devoted to music. Their surroundings, the domestic scene, the 
new world opened up to a short-sighted boy by a pair of spectacles, the pattern of 
lower middle class life in those days are conjured up with a kind of gentle magic 
which conceals itself beneath the surface of a simple un-‘poetic’ prose. When the 
volume closes the author is seventeen and a Civil Servant and has just awakened 
to the ‘release’ of poetry. (92) 


A CURE FOR SERPENTS. A Doctor in Africa. Alberto Denti di 
Pirajno. Translated from the Italian by Kathleen Taylor. Deutsch, 16s. 1955. 21-5 cm. 
264 pages. 15 photographs. 2 maps. Glossary. Index. 

The author, an Italian doctor, first went to Africa in 1924 on the staff of the Duke of 

Aosta, then posted to Tripoli. There he opened a dispensary, and gained extensive 

and detailed knowledge of the Arab character and language. Later he served both as 

a physician and in the administration in Libya and Ethiopia. But the book is about 

people, and every sort of queer figure comes to life in it. It ends with the war, when 

the author, having taken part in the surrender of Tripoli to General Montgomery, 
became a prisoner of war. The book is suffused with sunlight, irony, wisdom, and 
laughter, with understanding and, above all, love of the native peoples, and is no 

mean tribute to one aspect of Italian colonisation. (92) 


ALEXANDRE DUMAS. André Maurois. Translated from the French by 
Jack Palmer White. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 192 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 
(Stratford Library) 

The life of Alexandre Dumas, debonair, irresistible to women, spendthrift, generous, 

and likeable, author of evergreen romances (The Three Musketeers, The Count of 

Monte Cristo, etc.), was itself a romance. Son of an aristocratic French General and a 

black slave, at school he learnt little, but developed an exquisite handwriting, which 

later earned him the never failing patronage of the Duc d’Orléans. Arriving penniless 
in Paris, he achieved fame and wealth as a dramatist, and later more of both as an 
historical novelist. In French this entertaining book moves with speed and gusto: 

the effect in the English translation is rather ‘cheap’ but still entertaining. (92) 


SIR ANTHONY EDEN. Lewis Broad. Hutchinson, 15s. 1955. 22cm. 
256 pages. 30 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 


This book gives an account of the more important foreign relations of Britain during 
the past thirty years and of the part—growing to the dominating part—played in 
them by Sir Anthony Eden. It is correctly described by its sub-title as “The Chronicles 
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of a Career’. From these the devoted public servant, idealistic, self-effacing, emerges 
clearly enough, but the man remains elusive—in the author’s phrase, an enigma. 
Nevertheless the study is a valuable indication of the varied and impressive qualifica- 
tions of Sir Anthony for the office of Prime Minister in these days. (92) 


SIR ANTHONY EDEN. A Biography. Alan Campbell-Johnson. Hale, 
18s. 19$5. 22°§ cm. 272 pages. 17 photographs. Index. 
The author has completely rewritten his earlier study of Anthony Eden (1938) and 
brought it up to date. He achieves his object of satisfying public interest in the Prime 
Minister’s future from a study of his past. His picture reveals a man of greater reputa- 
tion among the statesmen of other countries with whom he mixed in conferences 
abroad than he enjoyed in his own country, where his devotion to his ideals and to 
the incessant and arduous labours entailed by the conduct of foreign affairs had a 
self-effacing quality which brought him something less than the public reputation he 
deserved. In no sense an intimate study of the statesman as a man, the book gives a 
good and readable account of Sir Anthony’s public career. (92) 


THE WOMAN WITHIN. Ellen Glasgow. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 21s. 1955. 
22cm. 320 pages. 16 photographs. Facsimile. Index. 
The publication of Ellen Glasgow’s autobiography is a rare literary event. She was 
without doubt one of America’s foremost women novelists and her novels continue 
to be read with enjoyment by the discerning. These memoirs deal exclusively with 
the inner life of the artist and the woman who was born soon after the Civil War and 
who all her life remained acutely conscious of her Southern heritage, although she 
reacted against some of its aspects. They tell of her struggle to become a writer, of her 
travels abroad, of personal bereavement and friendship, and, in brief references, of 
her battle with encroaching deafness. The transparent honesty and complete absence 
of pretentiousness make this not only an interesting literary but also a great human 
document which testifies to the spiritual strength of a remarkable personality. (92) 


BLINDED EAGLE. An Introduction to the Life and Teaching of 
Edward Irving. H. C. Whitley. S.C.M. Press, 7s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 122 pages. 
Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 

Edward Irving (1792-1834) was a Scottish divine who numbered among his friends 

Carlyle and Coleridge, and whose name will always be associated with the Catholic 

Apostolic Church even if members resent the label of ‘Irvingites’. This brief but 

comprehensive account of Irving’s life and teaching, based upon a careful study of his 

writings, should do much to enable the reader to form a balanced estimate of the 
achievements of a religious rebel and to appreciate his views on the personal second 
coming of Christ, the sacraments and the recovery of the lost gifts of the Church, 

such as healing and prophecy. (92) 


SAINT DOMINIC’S SUCCESSOR. The Life of Blessed Jordan of 
Saxony, Master-General of the Dominican Order, 1222-1237. Marguerite Aron. 
Translated from the French. Introduction by P. Mandonnet. Blackfriars Publications, 
138.6d. 1955. 22cm. 210 pages. Frontispiece. 

The author of this well-written, competent and sympathetic biography enables us 

to gain a clear view of the Blessed Jordan of Saxony who succeeded St. Dominic in 

1222 as the head of the whole order of Friar Preachers. His great administrative gifts, 

his impressive personality illustrated by a series of letters, his success in drawing large 
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numbers of recruits from the universities, his establishment of friar preachers in towns 
where they were not previously known, his literary achievements—these and other 
features are well represented in this attractive study based upon long and patient 
research. (92) 


ONIONS IN THE STEW. Betty MacDonald. Hammond, Hammond, 
12s.6d. 1955. 21-5 cm. 256 pages. 

This fourth incursion into autobiography by the author of that hilariously witty 

best-seller The Egg and I introduces the reader to the simple life as lived by the author, 

her husband and two teen-age daughters on an island in Puget Sound off Seattle in 

the United States. It recounts the everyday joys and trials of island life with immense 

vivacity and lively humour and it cannot fail to entertain. (92) 


JAMES MAXTON. The Beloved Rebel. John McNair. Allen & Unwin, 
12s.6d. 1955. 22cm. 352 pages. 40 photographs. Index. 
James Maxton (1885-1946), socialist member of Parliament for the Bridgeton area of 
Glasgow from 1922 until his death, was an outstanding personality both in the House 
of Commons and in the international socialist movement. The many admirers, at 
home and abroad, of his sincere and courageous attempts to improve the condition 
of the working classes will appreciate this intimate and copiously illustrated biography, 
which was specially commissioned by the Maxton Memorial Committee. The author, 
who has written several pamphlets and books, was until recently the General Secretary 
of the Independent Labour Party. (92) 


MR. FRANCE. Donald McCormick. Jarrolds, 16s. 1955. 22cm. 240 pages. 
15 illustrations. Index. 
M. Pierre Mendés-France, the fourteenth Prime Minister of France since the war, has 
himself contributed a foreword to this lightly sketched account of his life by a foreign 
correspondent of Kemsley Newspapers. The author describes his early career and 
general characteristics, his war-time imprisonment and subsequent escape to England, 
where he joined General de Gaulle’s Free French Movement, and the events culminat- 
ing in his rise to the leadership of France. Several intimate portraits of M. Mendés- 
France and his family add greatly to the popular appeal of the book. (92) 


RUTHERFORD: Atom Pioneer. John Rowland. Werner Laurie, 10s.6d. 
1955. 19 cm. 160 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 3 diagrams in text. Index. (Shorter 
Lives Series) 

The late Lord Rutherford (1871-1937), as the greatest British scientist since Newton 

and the founder of the modern science of the atom, deserves to be much more widely 

known to the general public than he is. The present volume will not replace the earlier 

‘official’ biography by A. S. Eve, but it will help to bring the essential facts of 

Rutherford’s scientific career to the wide circle of readers whose interest in atomic 

science has been awakened by the recent spectacular developments. Mr. Lawrence 

writes pleasantly and expounds simply the scientific ideas he needs in telling his story.

KING OF COMEDY. Mack Sennett. As told to Cameron Shipp. 
Peter Davies, 158. 1955. 20°5 cm. 284 pages. 39 photographs. 

This book is the result of painstaking research into Mack Sennett’s memories as a 

pioneer of American film-making, achieved by means of transcriptions from many 

interviews and tape-recordings—the new technique of autobiography. The enthusiast 
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for the cinema will find King of Comedy full of fascinating self-revelation broadly 
expressed in Mack Sennett’s own humorous idiom, and the book is also full of intimate 
studies of popular actors and actresses of the period of the silent film (including 
Charles Chaplin, Ben Turpin, Harry Langdon and Mabel Normand). Mack Sennett 
gives us an insight into how the brilliant slap-stick comedies associated with his 
name were produced. (92) 


SHAKA ZULU. The Rise of the Zulu Empire. E. A. Ritter. Longmans, 

21s. 19$§. 23 cm. 400 pages. 13 plates(1 in colour). 3 maps. Bibliography. Index. 
A spirited, dramatic version of the life of Shaka (1787-1828), the creator of the Zulu 
nation, distinguished not only for his successful leadership in peace and war, but for 
his liking for white men and his ideas of civilising his people. The story is often one 
of brutal savagery, but the grim volcanic power of this fiendish but intelligent despot 
is well brought out. This biography has a special interest; it is based not only on the 
well-known contemporary accounts of Shaka by Henry Fynn and Nathaniel Isaacs, 
but incorporates much personal research in Zulu legend and custom. It renders a 
graphic account of Zulu life before the overthrow of the nation. (92) 


SAINT ON THE MARCH. The Story of Vinoba. Hallam Tennyson. 
Gollancz, 13s.6d. 1955. 20cm. 224 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Map. 
This is the story of Vinoba Bhave, friend and disciple of Gandhi, who has carried on 
his master’s work particularly in the field of peasant agriculture. His special crusade 
has been the Land Gifts Mission—to persuade landlords who had amassed great 
wealth to give parcels of land for the benefit of the landless. The movement began in 
Hyderabad in 1951, when after his teaching 12,000 acres were given. By 1954, when 
the author visited him, some four million acres had been acquired, freely donated 
by the owners. The book describes Vinoba’s way of life and teaching, as learnt and 
observed by an Englishman, the descendant of the poet Tennyson, during a conference 
visit in 1954. (92) 


THE RHODESIAN. The Life of Sir Roy Welensky. Don Taylor. 
Museum Press, 18s. 1955. 22 cm. 192 pages. 32 photographs. Map. Bibliography. 
Index. 

Son of a Jewish migrant to South Africa, boxer, miner, trades union organiser in 

Northern Rhodesia, knighted in 1953, and now Deputy Prime Minister of the 

Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland, Sir Roy Welensky ranks among the creators 

of Federation and the architects of Central Africa. This is an authorised biography, 

the first to appear, presenting this hard hitting politician, until recently too little 
known in England, against the background of his early life and the local political 
scene in which he has always been to the fore. The author makes a good job of his 
rugged subject, and ends on the note that the policies of South Africa and Rhodesia, 
apartheid or partnership, turn largely on the personal leadership of Strijdom and 
Welensky. (92)

A new and up-to-date edition of this well-known British annual comprising 

information concerning persons bearing hereditary or courtesy titles, Privy 
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Councillors, Knights, Companions of the various Orders, and the collateral branches 
of Peers and Baronets. The preface gives a brief survey of important events of the 
year as they affect the information given in Debrett. Details of the Royal Family 
and the Royal Households, the Ministry, the Judicial Bench, Diplomatic Repre- 
sentatives, and Orders of Knighthood are included, and genealogical 
particulars and biographical details are given of Peers and Baronets. Details of 


Knights and Companions are given in a separate list. (929-7)

THE CONGRESS OF ARRAS, 1435. A Study in Medieval Diplomacy. 
Joycelyne Gledhill Dickinson. Oxford University Press, 42s. 1955. 22 cm. 288 pages. 
Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 

This scholarly monograph will not provide light reading even for specialists: but it 

will fill a gap in the literature of medieval diplomatic methods and history available 

for English students. The peace conference with which it deals included two cardinal 
legates, one sent by the Pope and the other by the general council of Basle, and 

representatives of the interested parties, England, France, and Burgundy. It was a 

great European occasion, the first international peace conference, and its importance 

has been suggested by comparing it to the Congress of Vienna. There is a rich store 
of contemporary documents from which its proceedings can be studied, and the 
author shows an impressive familiarity with these sources. A valuable reference 

work for medievalists. (940-17)

NORTH AMERICAN SUPPLY. H. Duncan Hall. H.M. Stationery Office 
and Longmans, 35s. 1955. 24°5 cm. $76 pages. 33 tables. Index. (History of the Second 
World War: United Kingdom Civil Series) 

This is the unofficial work of an independent historian but is based on British official 

documents. The theme is more than the mere flow across the Atlantic of materials, 

it is the political and economic problems of transatlantic supply, and the author shows 
how the joint efforts of Britain on the one side and Canada and the United States on 
the other fostered and welded a combined political and military unity. The central 
thread of the theme is the difficulty of payment across the exchanges and the passage 
of that formidable barrier. Replete and readable, and not a dry statistical record, the 
work is essential to a wide study of the war. (940-531) 


THE GATES BURST OPEN. Colonel Livry-Level and Rémy. 
Translated from the French by Parnela Search. Arco Publishers, 15s. 1955. 
22°5§cm. 192 pages. 21 illustrations. 

High in the long list of ingenious and daring exploits of World War II stands the raid 

by the Royal Air Force on Amiens prison in February, 1944, to blast an exit to 

freedom for those imprisoned there. The personal account of this feat is the highlight 
of the stories of co-operation between the R.A.F. and the French Resistance. The 
success of this unique venture, one of the most spectacular and gallant of the war, 
liberated over one hundred Resistance leaders who were awaiting execution. The 
narrative is shared by two writers: Colonel Livry-Level, who flew with the attacking 
140 Wing, and Colonel Rémy, a legendary figure of the Resistance. The book is 
also a tribute to Group Captain Pickard, who lost his life in the raid he led. (940-544) 
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THE ARMY MEDICAL SERVICES. Administration. Vol. IL 
Edited by F. A. E. Crew. H.M. Stationery Office, 65s. 1955. 25 cm. $90 pages. 
39 photographs. 6 diagrams. 69 tables. Index. (History of the Second World War: 
United Kingdom Medical Series) 

Ten branches of the army medical services are here surveyed against an historical 

background, in chapters which give full information regarding staffing, organisation, 

administration and, frequently, practical details of methods. A factual account of the 
army nursing services is followed by an exhaustive study of the hygiene service, 
covering its organisation, training schools, techniques, recategorisation of personnel, 
methods of combating infectious diseases, and care of prisoners of war. Other 
specialist services of which this volume gives the official hiitorical record are the 
research, dental, pathological, transfusion, psychiatric, ophthalmic and radiological 
services. A chapter on medical provision for the Auxiliary Territorial Service 
completes a very valuable volume of the series. (940°547) 


WE DIE ALONE. David Howarth. Collins, 15s. 1955. 20°5 cm. 256 pages. 
23 photographs. Map. Chronological table. 
This extraordinary story of survival against all the laws of probability was told to the 
author by a Norwegian soldier. One of twelve who sailed in a fishing boat from 
Shetland to Northern Norway in 1943 to sabotage a German airfield, Jan Baalsrud 
was the only survivor when the plan was betrayed to the Nazis. His escape to Sweden 
in the face of almost incredible difficulties and hardships took two months. For most 
of the time he was freezing, gangrenous and nearly starving. Loyal Norwegians gave 
him what aid they could and he was finally taken to freedom by a party of Lapps 
trekking to Sweden with their reindeer. David Howarth has ably caught the atmo- 
sphere of excitement and danger. This is one of the rare occasions when an 
adventure of this sort can be classed as an epic. (940-548) 


ROSSANO. An Adventure of the Italian Resistance. Gordon Lett. Hodder & 

Stoughton, 12s.6d. 1955. 20cm. 224 pages. 21 illustrations. Map. Endpaper map. 
Among the numerous accounts of resistance movements little has so far been heard of 
the activities of the partisans in Italy. Major Lett, an escaped prisoner of war, fills 
some of the gaps with his account of a band commanded by himself which operated 
in the mountains of Northern Italy. His small force, which had its headquarters in 
the Rossano valley, came to be known as the International Battalion as it was manned 
by officers and men from many nations. Although unable to take part in any major 
actions, it continually harassed the enemy and caused them many difficulties. Major 
Lett writes clearly and graphically of the activities of his “command” and of wartime 
conditions in this remote Alpine valley. (940-548) 


GOING TO THE WARS. A Journey in Various Directions. John Verney. 
Collins, 12s.6d. 1955. 21-5 cm. 256 pages. 
Although World War II has produced a spate of books relating to all three armed 
services, those which are really well written, and have marked individual flavour, are 
much less common. This is among them. Mr. Verney served in the Yeomanry before 
the opening of the struggle, and his account of his fellow officers is full of humour. 
His active service in the Middle East included a partisan operation in Sardinia which 
was as hazardous as anything of its kind. Mr. Verney was captured, and the narrative 
of his escape is one of the best sections in a very good book. Its chief attraction is that 
every character, friend or enemy, is individually observed, and with a clarity and 
charm which is delightful. (940-548)

SIX MEDIEVAL MEN AND WOMEN. H. S. Bennett. Cambridge 
University Press, 15s. 1955. 20°5 cm. 188 pages. Note on sources. Index. 

The author is known for his studies in the history and literature of the later Middle 
Ages. In this book, which contains lectures delivered at the University of Wales, 
Aberystwyth, and the University of Chicago, he has chosen a few fifteenth century 
personalities as a key to the social setting of the period. There is no special significance 
in the choice of characters (Humphrey, Duke of Gloucester, Sir John Fastolf, Thomas 
Hoccleve, Margaret Paston, Margary Kempe, and Richard Brudenell). Specialists 
will find nothing new here, but those who like to approach the past along the byways 
of history will find this a pleasing guide to the later Middle Ages. (942-04) 


THE ENGLISHMAN. A Political Journal. Richard Steele. Edited by Rae 
Blanchard. Oxford University Press, 50s. 1955. 22cm. $20 pages. Frontispiece. 
Notes. Index. 

Like other literary men of the eighteenth century, Steele played his part in political 

journalism. He wrote two series of essays, The Englishman papers. In one of them 

he was writing as the chief journalist of the opposition during the last years of Queen 

Anne’s reign. In the other, he was a spokesman for the government in George I's 

reign. This is political journalism of a high order, reflecting Whig opinion on con- 

stitutional monarchy, religious toleration, and other living issues of the period. The 
editor maintains the high standards of scholarship revealed in his earlier editions of 

Steele’s other works. (942-06)

GERMANY. A Companion to German Studies. Edited by Jethro Bithell.

This book has become a standard work for background study by students of German. 

It has been brought up to date (e.g. history to 1952, literature to 1954) and its surveys 

of the country, the peoples and the language, of German literature, history, music, 

painting and architecture have been supplemented by a section, a rather difficult one, 
on German philosophical thought. The bibliographies, carefully revised, are an 
important feature. Mr. Bithell has successfully allowed himself and the other contribu- 
tors to leaven the articles with refreshing indications of their personal viewpoints, 
and this promotes and sustains interest without detracting from scholarly objectivity.

It is good to realise that in Germany under Hitler there were young men and women 
who, ready as they had at first been to join the Nazi youth movements, did not, 
with time and regimentation, lose their sense of individuality and decency, or fail to 
protest against the evil they came to recognise. This is the story of a small group who 
died by the headsman’s axe during the late war for circulating leaflets designed to 
open people’s minds to the growing tyranny of the regime, and in particular of two 
Westphalians, Hans and Sophie Scholl, who died with the resolution and serenity 
proper to martyrdom.

WITHOUT THE CHRYSANTHEMUM AND THE SWORD. 
A Study of the Attitudes of Youth in Post-War Japan. Jean Stoetzel. Translated 
from the French. Unesco (Paris); Heinemann (London), 16s. 1955. 24°5 cm. 334 pages. 
Plates. Map. Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 
This volume is part of a series of post-war studies sponsored by Unesco on the attitudes 
and situation of young people today in India, Germany and Japan. The purpose of 
these studies is two-fold: to increase understanding between different peoples by 
combating prejudice with sound knowledge, and to help communities in a state of 
transition towards a better understanding of their own problems. The kernel of the 
present study by the Professor of Social Sciences in the University of Leyden, is 
the question of young Japan’s reactions to the extreme changes that have been imposed 
on their whole way of life by the substitution of liberal democracy for the imperial 
and militarist regime typified by the chrysanthemum and the sword. (952-033)

THE FRONTIERS OF A NATION. A Re-examination of the Forces 
which created the Palestine Mandate and determined its Territorial Shape.

A useful handbook for the student of Middle Eastern affairs. The author has had 

access to all the relevant documents and archives and is careful to quote his references 

throughout. He is on the whole commendably objective, though the Arab adherent 
may well question his tacit assumption that the Jews now occupy the major part of 

Palestine as of right. An excellent bibliography, a useful index and adequate sketch 

maps give an added value to this well-produced book. (956-94)

MALAYA TODAY. W. C. S. Corry. Longmans for the Royal Empire

A first-hand account, by a former senior member of the Malayan Civil Service, of 

the present political situation in Malaya. Beginning with an account of Malaya as it 

stood in 1941, he briefly indicates the social effects of the Japanese occupation, and 
indicates how and why it fostered the desire for national independence. The present 
form of the constitution of the Malayan Federation is fully described. An account is 
then given of the origin and activity of the Communist campaign of terrorism, and of 
the growth of constitutional political parties, and of their personalities. The final 
chapter of this very informative and impartial survey deals with the economic and 
social life of the Federation. (959°5)

Alberta became a province in 1905, but this anthology, compiled as part of a province-

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all fields—farming, wheat, oil, government, music, literature, art, the Calgary 
Stampede, and so on. One feels, in this wide sweep, the colour, romance and drama 
of nation building. The people of Alberta take a pride in their achievements but it is 
coupled with a determination to do better and a knowledge that they are a unit of a 
nation and of the world itself. This is a handsomely produced volume with 
contributions from over one hundred Albertan writers. (971-23) 


SASKATCHEWAN. The History of a Province. J. F. C. Wright.

gressed from a frontier society. Emphasis is placed on the day-to-day life of 

Saskatchewan people. Changing social conditions and patterns of community living

an admirable new series of national histories a comprehensive volume on Australia 
from the origins of European settlement to the Second World War, with a concluding 
chapter on the contemporary scene. The book has an extremely valuable bibliographi- 
cal chapter which gives ample guidance for further study as well as indicating some 
of the many sources on which the main narrative is based. Attractively written and 
illustrated, it will appeal to the general reader as well as the student.

THE GREEN MARE. Marcel Aymé. Translated from the French by 
Norman Denny. Bodley Head, 12s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 234 pages. 

French provincial life as seen by Marcel Aymé serves as a ready-made test tube in 
which to observe the absurdity and hypocrisy of mankind in concentrated form. 
Che present story tells of the feud between the Haudouin and Maloret families which 
has its roots in their differing attitudes to such vital matters as love, women, and 
politics. The robustly humorous narrative is punctuated by several commentaries 
delivered by the portrait of a green mare which has hung in the Haudouins’ dining- 
room for generations and has had plenty of opportunity to observe their intimate 
habits. Cynicism and Rabelaisian vulgarity blend smoothly with a whimsical, 
illogical wit to make this an amusing and highly individual book for readers who do 
not find the ingredients distasteful. 


THE WIFE OF JEAN BARNERY. Vol. I of The House of Barnery. 
Jacques Chardonne. Translated from the French by W. J. Strachan. Peter Owen, 
12s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 208 pages. 


Into a comparatively short novel M. Chardonne compresses not only an illuminating 
account of French provincial life at the end of the last century but also a perceptive 
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study of human character shaped and changed by social environment, commercial 
necessity, and moral pressure. The wife of Pastor Jean Barnery is turned by her 
marriage from a beautiful vivacious girl into a garrulous aggrieved woman when 
her husband rejects her as too frivolous for his Protestant community; she becomes a 
silent monument of reproach to him after his conscience drives him to recall her. 
Their story is the core of a fine novel which also deals with the experiences of the 
cognac-producing Barnerys and the porcelain-manufacturing Pommerels, two 
families who struggle to maintain their high quality products in a cheapening world. 


GERTRUDE. Herman Hesse. Translated from the German by Hilda 

Rosner. Peter Owen and Vision Press, 12s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 208 pages. 
A crippled composer loses the woman he loves because of his dread of arousing 
sympathy instead of passion. Such a story might easily drop into sentimental banality 
but Hesse writes with impeccable good taste and dignity. Basic human problems, 
such as the conflict between selfishness and unselfishness and between youth and age 
are the main subsidiary themes of this short novel. The pervading tone is one of 
rather elegiac benevolence towards humanity in general. Unfortunately the translation 
is not as good as one would wish. 


THE CONE-GATHERERS. Robin Jenkins. Macdonald, 10s.6d. 1955. 
19 cm. 224 pages. 

The setting is a wood on a Scottish estate in wartime. Two men work in the wood, 
gathering fir-cones for seed; one is intelligent but ageing, the other a simple-minded 
dwarf. The dwarf arouses the hatred of the estate-manager, who spreads malicious 
gossip concerning him to his employer, a baronet’s wife torn between class-conscious- 
ness and Christianity. The passions in conflict in this remote area of Scotland parallel 
those of a world at war, and the story is, by implication, a parable of human good and 
evil. Here is something out of the usual run of novels, deserving conebal reading 
and provoking thought. 


THE ORACLES. Margaret Kennedy. Macmillan, 12s.6d. 1955. 19-5 cm. 
348 pages. 

With skill and acute insight Miss Kennedy develops from a comic situation a serious 
but entertaining examination of the stages through which a marriage passes from 
mutual unquestioning love into bewildered suppressed antagonism and finally into 
pained forbearance and toleration. The would-be patroness of an ‘advanced’ sculptor 
mistakes a lightning-twisted object for a masterpiece of modern art, and her scheme 
for imposing it upon a provincial war-memorial committee disrupts the lives of the 
young Pattisons, for Christina discovers the truth about the supposed masterpiece 
but shrinks from revealing it to her husband since he is reluctant to oppose the 
aggressive local Oracles. Through the main story runs an affecting presentation 
of the make-believe world of the sculptor’s neglected children. 


THE DAY OF THE FOX. Norman Lewis. Cape, 12s.6d. 1955. 195 cm. 
260 pages. 

Costa, a fisherman, is trying to practise his trade in his native village on the Spanish 

coast, but is boycotted by his colleagues because he fought for the victorious 

Nationalists in the Civil War. As it happened, Costa was conscripted through being 

caught on Nationalist territory. This situation offers scope for a powerful drama of 
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injustice—and in the first part of the book Mr. Lewis makes full use of his opportunity, 
though the drama dwindles away into a medley of melodrama and farce. But the 
earlier part, wittily and brilliantly written, makes the book worthy of attention, 


THIRTY YEARS. John P. Marquand. Hale, 12s.6d. 1955. 20-5 cm, 
360 pages. 

To the production of commercially successful stories John P. Marquand brings an 
urbanity rare in twentieth century American writing. He is not, and does not claim 
to be, profound; but he does achieve grace, subtlety and readability. The stories and 
addresses in this volume are the fruits of thirty years. The Pacific, France in the 
First World War, New England and the Atlantic playgrounds of the rich are his 
favourite settings, and the stories are prefaced by disarmingly frank discussions of the 
technique employed. 


ARCTIC SUBMARINE. Alastair Mars. Elek Books, 10s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 
192 pages. Glossary. 

Alastair Mars, an ace submariner in World War II, who has already written exciting 
personal memoirs, here turns to adventure-fiction with success. In this story the 
Admiralty convert and strengthen an old ‘T’ class submarine to attempt a journey 
beneath the ice of the North West passage and, if this is successful, on to Australia, 
How ship and crew are ice-jammed, attacked by helicopters, injured by a saboteur, 
and how, having made their passage, they ride out a typhoon on the surface is told 
in a way which commands respect. 


JUDITH HEARNE. Brian Moore. Deutsch, 10s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 224 pages. 
Poor, lonely, middle-aged and plain, Judith moves to yet another Belfast boarding 
house in her restless search for a change of fortune. For a brief spell the attentions paid 
to her by the landlady’s brother bring a glimpse of happiness and renewed hope. 
The shock of disillusionment disturbs the precarious balance of her mind and deprives 
her of her one source of strength—religious faith. It is noteworthy that this relentless 
study of mental and emotional disintegration in an ageing woman should come from a 
young writer and that he should succeed, as he certainly does, in giving his central 
character tragic dignity. 


THE SENSITIVE PLANT. Joan Morgan. Macdonald, 9s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 
184 pages. 

In her first novel for five years Joan Morgan tells a thoughtful and deeply felt story 
which bears a message of hope to those who are distressed by the ugliness of the 
modern world. After the war and a term in a mental institution that failed to cure a 
nervous illness caused by bombing, Laura returns to her neglected home, a folly on 
the bank of the Thames. To her it is a sanctuary and a means of escape from work-a- 
day things and vulgar manifestations of post-war existence. Not until a severe shock 
lifts her from this hypersensitive attitude of withdrawal does she become willing to 
accept life as it is and to find enjoyment in living. : 


THE PRIEST AMONG THE PIGEONS. Goffredo Parise. 
Translated from the Italian by Stuart Hood. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 12s.6d. 
1955. 19 cm. 256 pages. 

This novel has some of the quality of post-war Italian films. Like the makers of these, 

Goffredo Parise dwells with affection, humour, and compassion on the lives of the 
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oor—on their shifts to make a living, their crimes, their shoddy pleasures, their 
squalid dwellings. His main tale describes the jealousies and amorous intrigues which 
the presence of a handsome young priest occasions among the supposedly pious 
spinsters of a slum in an Italian provincial town. It is an irreverent story, but a human 
one. 


THE CITY AND THE MOUNTAINS. Eca de Queiroz. Translated 
from the Portuguese by Roy Campbell. Reinhardt, 12s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 218 pages. 


The originality, power and charm which characterise the writings of E¢ga de Queiroz 
are well displayed in this amusing novel. The story is of a young Portuguese nobleman 
whose wealth enables him ‘to accumulate civilisation in its maximum proportions’. 
Self-exiled from his own land, he lives a life of supposed gaiety, luxury, culture 
and intelligence in the Paris of the eighteen-nineties. But labour-saving devices and 
fashionable parties fail to provide ‘the maximum proportion of delight in living’ 
and he finally returns to his mountain estates in Portugal where his discoveries of the 
pleasures of the simple life are equally entertaining. 


THE LIVING EARTH. Sheila Mackay Russell. Longmans, 12s.6d. 1955. 
20-5 cm. 318 pages. 
This novel of life in an isolated community in the Canadian north tells a rousing story 
of hardy pioneers living amid primitive conditions and a hostile climate. The arrival 
in Mud Creek of a qualified nurse and a teacher causes natural excitement, but soon 
the two women come to share intimately in the affairs of the little settlement. The 
nurse has to face forest fires and blizzards along with human violence and the 
jealousies endured by those with Indian blood in their veins. The teacher also finds 
that life in Mud Creek demands greater strength of character than she thought she 
possessed but that in return it bestows a rich reward on those who meet its challenge. 


TEMPTATION FOR A KING. John H. Secondari. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 
12s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 280 pages. 

In this new novel by the author of Coins in the Fountain about a king invited back to 
the country that deposed him the atmosphere is inevitably Ruritanian, for there are 
few countries now where such a situation 1s still possible. But apart from this the book, 
though romantic, is remarkably realistic. Two American journalists (one a stranded 
but personable female) play an important part in the conflict of interests between 
King Julian, his brother Philip, and his sister Irene. A pleasing variety of minor 
characters maintain the interest and the dénouement is unexpected. 


THE SINGULAR HOPE. Elizabeth Sewell. Chatto & Windus, 12s.6d. 
1955. 20°§ cm. 318 pages. 

This is a subjective but controlled and unsentimental account of an adolescent girl’s 

experiences at a school for crippled children. It is only slowly and painfully that she 

comes to terms with the problems of growing up but she has courage and intelligence 

and emerges creditably. The Singular Hope is a valuable psychological and sociological 

document. 


LAWS BE THEIR ENEMY. Frederick E. Smith. Hutchinson, 9s.6d. 
1955. 19 cm. 256 pages. Glossary. 


In this somewhat melodramatic novel the author rightly concentrates on making his 
story interesting, and, though it is ostensibly about a South African journalist sent 
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by an English paper to study apartheid, the characters are naturally selected to point 
contrasts rather than to suggest solutions. Umzoni, Father Hendricks, Jean Viljoen 
on the one side, Mitchell, Erasmus, Swartz, Vulisango on the other, are all slightly 
more than life-size and unduly simplified in their outlines. But it is a good story 
with plenty of action, and at the same time a reasonably impartial presentation of 
the problems involved. 


BEYOND THE HUNGRY COUNTRY. Louise A. Stinetorf. Muller, 
128.6d. 1955. 20°5 cm. 288 pages. 

In a foreword, the author tells us that this novel is an honest account of a missionary 
life in the heart of Africa. Laura, the heroine, is the daughter of a missionary who 
married a young American, intent on ending needless hungry days for the Africans 
by bringing to them the benefits of agricultural science. We are given simple yet 
intimate pictures of Laura’s parents, her black nurse, white missionaries and of her 
husband, whose ideas about romance are certainly original. Adventure, pathos, 
humour combine to make an attractive story which sheds a revealing light on the 
dark continent. 


CANAL IN MOONLIGHT. Kathleen Sully. Peter Davies, 10s.6d. 1955. 
19 cm. 186 pages. 

This first novel is short, realistic, and told in plain, business-like prose—yet its total 
effect is not one of brevity or realism but of fantasy and immense drama. There are 
two main groups of characters, both living in a dilapidated street near the rat-infested 
warehouses of a canal—Horace Hoppe, happy with his ex-prostitute wife and sixteen 
children; and Mrs. Dyppe, a widow with a secret guilt that obsesses her unpreposses- 
sing daughter. The fortunes of these two families become intertwined and culminate 
in a disaster that is the more terrible for its farcical beginnings. Although not flawless, 
this novel is genuinely original, a truly imaginative creation, and should be noted by 
everybody eager for an adventurous experience in contemporary fiction. 


NOT AS A STRANGER. Morton Thompson. Michael Joseph, 18s. 
19§§. 22cm. 702 pages. 

This American novel telling how Lucas Marsh fought from childhood to become a 
doctor and how his ruthlessness brought success is absorbing but too long drawn out. 
It is really about two men, each convincing in himself but hardly credible in combina- 
tion. It is also brutally outspoken. The film version that is already completed has 
doubtless effected the pruning that could have made this novel great instead of merely 
memorable. Even so there are admirable characters enough to compensate for the 
tedium and the distastefulness; and the authenticity of the picture is indisputable. 


BUT NO MAN SEEN. Victor Trefus. Methuen, 10s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 
256 pages. 
The film The Third Man gave many people an unforgettable glimpse of post-war 
Vienna. This is a similar tale about an Englishman visiting Vienna on business for an 
art publisher and becoming unwittingly involved in an almost international organisa- 
tion for rescuing prisoners from behind the Iron Curtain. It is The Scarlet Pimpernel 
brought up to date and as such a most efficiently contrived romance; but it is also a 
piece of grim realism, which well conveys the tension of those days in Vienna. 
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MEMOIRS OF HADRIAN. Marguerite Yourcenar. Translated from the 
French by Grace Frick in collaboration with the author. Secker & Warburg, 
12s.6d. 1955. 20-5 cm. 320 pages. Endpaper map. 

This book, in which the worlds of fiction, history and even poetry meet, is an 

imaginative reconstruction, written in the first person, of a fascinating historical 

figure and the world of his time. It is based on a thorough knowledge of the 
historical authorities: a Note directs the reader’s attention to these, and most usefully 
explains where, why and to what extent they have been followed, adjusted or 
supplemented. The author persuasively recreates the complex character and personal 
problems of the Emperor and at the same time vividly illustrates the varying needs 
of the empire that he ruled. The skill and success of the book as a work of art are 
attested by the fact that the author received for it a special award from the French 
Academy, as well as the Prix Fémina for 1952. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
THE EVIL OF TIME. Evelyn Berckman. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 9s.6d. 
1955. I9 cm. 188 pages. 

Keith Elgin, making a final search for stolen art treasures in a crumbling castle in 
South Germany, is glad of the company of an Intelligence officer, though he serves 
but to increase her dissatisfaction with herself. The castle is inhabited only by a 
malevolent old countess and her bedridden sister, and over everything hangs an 
atmosphere of decay. Keith nearly loses her life in her quest, but it is abundantly 
restored to her by the man she had thought she despised. Atmosphere is all in this 
macabre tale and it is evoked with a skill that sends an authentic shiver along the 
spine. This and the equally skilful revelation of character ensure the reader’s attention 
to the last page. 


THE CASE OF THE SIX MISTRESSES. Brigid Maxwell. Harrap, 
10s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 224 pages. 
A famous London newspaper columnist is murdered in his flat. Through patient 
investigation of the women who have played a part in his life, the detective in charge 
of the case is led to the murderer. Interest increases as the investigation develops. 
The story has verve and pace, is blessed with a most likeable Chief Inspector and an 
engaging Features Editor, throws entertaining sidelights upon the newspaper world, 
and is altogether thoroughly readable. The identity of the murderer remains 
extremely well hidden.

THE AFFAIRS OF FLAVIE or The Euffe Inheritance. Gabriel Chevallier. 
Translated from the French by Jocelyn Godefroi. Reprint. Penguin Books, 
2s.6d. 1955. 18cm. 318 pages. Paper covers. 
A tale of comedy and tragi-comedy in Grenoble by the author of Clochemerle. 
M. Constant Euffe, the founder of the ‘Silken Net’ chain of grocery stores, dies by a 
sad mishap—a flower vase drops on his head—and his heirs set about spending his 
millions in their diverse ways. The concluding chapters seem to have been tacked on 
rather hurriedly and the English of the translation is sometimes inaccurate but as a 
whole this novel is good entertainment. It was originally published in this country 
as The Euffe Inheritance. 


THE UNVANQUISHED. William Faulkner. Reprint. Penguin Books, 
2s.6d. 1955. 18cm. 192 pages. Paper covers. 


Good and evil operate simultaneously in this story of a Confederate family in the 
American Civil War, the one sometimes masquerading as the other with or without 
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the knowledge of the human agent. Evil creeps in mainly through the singleness of 
purpose, heightened in the stress of wartime, of these proud and resolute Southerners, 
and it is on the contamination of this particular virtue that Faulkner concentrates, 
In the end, the narrator, who was a boy in his early teens during the fighting but is 
now grown up, has the moral courage to reject the old code and refuses to shoot the 
man who has shot his father. The writing, as always in Faulkner, is richly alive. 


THE HISTORY OF TOM JONES. Henry Fielding. Introduction by 
George Saintsbury. Reprint. 2 vols. Dent, 6s. each vol. 1955. 18-5 cm. 
438 pages in each vol. Bibliography in Vol. 1. (Everyman's Library) 

Fielding was the greatest of English 18th century novelists and Tom Jones is generally 

acknowledged to be his best work. Its range is enormous and few novels have contrived 

to contain so many and varied characters so freshly portrayed. The first part is 
concerned with the country scene, the second with town life. It is a comedy of 

manners that depicts the 18th century in England with a fullness, a vividness and a 

vitality that have rarely been surpassed in this literary form. The Introduction is a 

model of informative compression, and the short select bibliography that follows it 

should be especially useful to the general reader. 


A ROOM WITH A VIEW. E. M. Forster. Reprint. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 
1955. 18cm. 224 pages. Paper covers. 

First published in 1908, this is the third of Mr. Forster’s five novels and very typical 
of his work as a whole, though its ebullience places it rather with the earlier Where 
Angels Fear to Tread and The Longest Journey than with Howards End and the mature 
A Passage to India. The Forsterian preoccupation is personal relations between 
individuals of different conditioning, of class or nationality; in this novel, which is set 
partly in Italy and partly in England, the heroine, Lucy Honeychurch, is the centre 
of conflict between the prim and frigid code in which she has been brought up and 
the gospel of emancipation preached by the old guru of the book, the unconventional 
Mr. Emerson, who tells her that ‘passion is sanity’. 


PUDD’NHEAD WILSON. Mark Twain. Introduction by F. R. Leavis. 

Zodiac Press, distributed by Chatto & Windus, 12s.6d. 195§. 21°5 cm. 216 pages. 
Pudd’nhead Wilson, published nine years after The Adventures of Huckleberry Finn, has 
the same background of life beside the Mississippi; but no one could ever mistake it 
for a children’s book. It is, in a sense, a crime tale, in which a murderer is discovered 
by his fingerprints; at a deeper level, the story turns upon the substitution of a slave 
child, apparently white, but technically a negro, for another purely white. The irony 
which Mark Twain draws out of this situation goes deeper than any merely social 
comment and remains as valid now as sixty years ago. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 
Fiction 
LITTLE TIM AND THE BRAVE SEA CAPTAIN. Edward Ardizzone. 
2nd edition, completely redrawn and with additional text. Oxford University 
Press, 9s.6d. 26-5 cm. 48 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by the author. 
This first enchanting book about Tim by a well-known modern artist and illustrator 
with a natural genius for children’s stories was first published in 1936 and cannot fail 
to delight and thrill the four to eight-year olds. As a piece of book production it is 
a pleasure to look at, each page showing a well-balanced, attractive arrangement of 
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text and illustration. Tim longs to go to sea and when a boatman rows him out to a 
steamer he hides and becomes a stowaway. The ship is wrecked but happily the crew 
survive and Tim and the captain are rescued by lifeboat. 


SECRET OF THE SANDHILLS. Kitty Barne. Nelson, 6s.6d. 1955. 

19cm. 264 pages. 13 illustrations (1 in colour) by Kiddell-Monroe. 
When their mother goes to India, a family of five children, ranging in age from seven 
to twelve, are left in the care of their grandfather, who has a house by the sea. They 
have a better time than they expected. They discover why the butler is so anxious 
to keep them away from the sandhills, and are instrumental in reconciling their 
grandfather to the daughter who had quarrelled with him. Children of 10-12 will 
enjoy getting to know this lively family and sharing their adventures in this 
pleasantly written story. 


GUNPOWDER TUNNEL. Bruce Carter. Hamish Hamilton, 8s.6d. 1955. 

19cm. 184 pages. Illustrations by Charlotte Hough. 
Sapperton Tunnel was built in 1784-89 to link the Thames to the Severn, and the 
miners who worked on it needed to be tough, for their life was hard and dangerous. 
In this story eleven-year-old Lance, who works with his father on the tunnel, makes 
friends with a half wild girl who has a tame fox to protect her. It is she who rescues 
Lance when he is held as hostage by the avaricious builder who plans to sabotage the 
tunnel as a means of obtaining the contract for it. This uncommon and well-written 
story abounds in action and excitement and should find a ready audience among 
children of 11-14. 


TONY BEHIND THE SCENES. A Story of the Theatre. Michael Elder. 

Murray, 8s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 204 pages. Illustrations in text by J. J. Crockford. 
The stage exercises a perennial fascination and here, written by an actor, is a story 
of the working theatre which provides a wealth of interesting detail of life behind 
the scenes. Tony Clifton, who has just left drama school, has secured his first job— 
as assistant stage manager to a provincial repertory company which presents a different 
play each week. His ambition is to act, but meanwhile he applies himself assiduously 
to his arduous and exacting task and in due course his virtue is rewarded. The book 
will appeal to the older reader and theatre enthusiast both for the practical insight it 
affords into the theatrical scene and the mounting interest of the story. 


THE GLASS SLIPPER. Eleanor Farjeon. From the play of the same name 
by Eleanor and Herbert Farjeon. Oxford University Press, 10s.6d. 1955. 22 cm. 
184 pages. Numerous drawings by Ernest H. Shepard. 

Miss Farjeon and her brother Herbert (1887-1945) rarely if ever collaborated to happier 

effect than in The Glass Slipper, one of the wittiest, most delightful children’s plays 

of our time. Now Miss Farjeon has made the play into a story, the familiar tale of 

Cinderella retold with an exuberant invention, a delicacy of touch, that do no 

violence to the spirit of the original yet provide entirely fresh entertainment for the 

young reader of today. Mr. Shepard's amusing drawings are beautifully in keeping. 


THE WIND CALL. Rosalie K. Fry. Dent, 8s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 116 pages. 
6 plates in colour and illustrations in the text by the author. 

A baby belonging to the Little People is found cradled in an anemone flower and is 

adopted by a pair of blackcaps. Pierello grows up with their three young fledglings 
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until they leave the nest. As he cannot fly Pierello makes friends with a very smal 
vole, and after a happy summer in the woods when autumn comes they fly with their 
bird friends to the warm south riding on the backs of the nightjars. A simple and 
charming story for four to seven-year olds about birds and woodland life. 


THE WIND OF CHANCE. René Guillot. Translated from the French 
by Norman Dale. Oxford University Press, 9s.6d. 1955. 19cm. 188 pages 
Illustrations by Pierre Collot. Musical example. 

Following a strange encounter with a boy who is his double, fifteen-year-old Michel 

Santanréa stows away on a ship bound for Africa with a vague hope of encountering 

the uncle of whom extraordinary tales are told. Discovered, he is landed at Grand- 

Bassam on the Ivory Coast after a mysterious message received by the captain, and 

set to work in the great rain forests under a timber master whose name is almost a 

legend. He proves his worth and at the moment of meeting his double again receives 

a staggering surprise. Existence in this sinister and primitive part of tropical Africa 

is powerfully described and well illustrated in this unusual story for children of 

11-15 by a born story-teller. 


SMOKY: SLEDGE DOG OF ALASKA. Jack Landru. Parrish, 8s.6d, 
1955. 19 cm. 184 pages. 

At school at Fairbanks in Alaska for his Senior year, seventeen-year-old Lance 
Crawford misses the huskies, Siberians and hunting dogs who were his constant 
companions at the trading post on the Kuskokwim River. He adopts Smoky, a 
ten-months-old mongrel, and then builds up and trains a team of six sledge dogs. 
Christmas at a log cabin in the wilds, trapping, a dangerous encounter with a bear, 
and other hazards of life in the frozen north are incidental to this thrilling story for 
children of 11-15 of Lance and his beloved dogs and the team races which he won with 
them. 


STORIES OF KING ARTHUR AND HIS KNIGHTS. Retold by 
Barbara Leonie Picard. Oxford University Press, 12s.6d. 1955. 21 cm. 300 pages. 
Wood engravings (some in colour) by Roy Morgan. 

So long as there is youth to read them, so long will these stories of chivalry endure. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that a very large number of selections from the 

Arthurian legends, specially written for children, have been produced. Barbara 

Leonie Picard’s contribution is, nonetheless, a notable one, for although her main 

source is Malory it is by no means her only one and some of the tales she has included 

will probably be new to many of her young readers. They are beautifully told, with 
an admirable economy of effort, and well arranged. Roy Morgan’s wood-engravings 
are strong, simple and appropriate and the standard of production is very high. 


THE BLUE WAGON. Wilfrid Robertson. Oxford University Press, 7s.6d. 
1955. 19 cm. 192 pages. 7 illustrations by Jack Matthew. 

The background and main incidents of this well-told, interesting story for children 
of 12-16 about the Great Boer Trek of 1836 are historical. The hero, John Ramsay, is 
an English boy adopted by a Boer farmer and his wife after the murder of his parents 
by raiding kaffirs. In their blue wagon the Van Zyls and John join up with other 
settlers who are trekking north from Cape Colony to free themselves from British 
rule. There are desperate struggles with Matabeles and later with Zulus before some 
of the wagons reach and settle in the richer, more promising land of Natal. 
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WAGONS AND HORSES. Olivia Fitz Roy. Collins, 8s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 
256 pages. Drawings by Mary Gernat. 

There are few children who do not enjoy a circus and this story of three children 
who join a big show takes us right into the heart of circus life. The children have to 
prove their worth not only in the ring but behind the scenes, for there is much to be 
done in a concern that is for ever on the move. But hard though it is, with its long 
hours, physical labours, personal rivalries and endless practice, there is no other life 
for them, and young readers in their teens will appreciate why when they read this 
story, which introduces them not only to the glamour of the ‘big top’ but to all the 
details of its working schedule as well.

Based on the biographies or narratives of famous men in their 
respective spheres, the book succeeds in conveying the essential qualities of excitement 
and aspiration common among those who find ‘the secret of life and liberty and 
happiness in boldness’. Particularly welcome is the summary of the adventures in 
Burma of ‘Elephant Bill’ (Lt. Colonel J. H. Williams) before and during World 
War Il. 


PAINTING WITH SUNSHINE. An Introduction to Oils for Young

In eleven short sections, written as if he were giving a broadcast or popular lecture, 

Mr. Mervyn Levy describes how to prepare and use oil paints with the maximum 

pleasure and efficiency. He reproduces a few paintings by great masters, but concludes 

his little book with a number of pictures painted by children between the ages of 

8-14. On these he has some sensible comments so that any amateur, adult as well as 

child, will gain much from this book on the possibilities of oil painting.
